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HFFORTS OF THE STAR ROUTE 

SWINDLERS TO ESCAPE. 

JOHN A. WALSH’S CIVIL SUIT AGAINST 
BRADY AGAIN DELAYED —RERDELL 
AGAIN ARRAIGNED IN COURT—HIS COUN- 
SEL ENDEAVORING TO MAKE THE GOv- 
ERNMENT DISCLOSE ITS EVIDENCE. 

Wasnineron, April 24.—There is an un- 
fortunate delay in the civil suit of Mr. John 

A. Walsh against Thomas J. Brady. Mr. 

Walsh had a civil suit against 8S. P. Brown 

for $1,000, and Mr. Brown decided, a few days 

ago, to let itgo against him by default. His suit 

against Brady is for $37,000, and for nearly a 

year he has been endeavoring to have it tried. 

It was believed that it would come 

up last week, but the suit of Hallet 

Kilbourn againstex-Sergeant-at-Arms Thomp- 

son barred the way. Now it is announced 

that Mr. Brady is sick, and, of course, the 
trial cannot begin until he recovers. Mr. 

Walsh is very anxious to havea trial, and 

other persons who know something about the 

star route frauds also desire to see the con- 
test begin. It is believed that this trial will 
revealsome very interesting facts relating to 
the methods of the star route conspirators. 


Mr. Walsh once said, when the Government 
was making very slow progress in its cases, 
that if the Government had no case against 
Brady he would establish one by a trial of this 
suit. It is hoped that it can be brought to 
trial before the beginning of the trials against 
the conspirators in the Criminal Court. 

Montfort C. Rerdell, whose Christian name, 
by the way, is spelled out in the city direc- 
tory, gained his freedom for only a shorttime 
by the quashing of the indictment against 
him by Judge Wylie. He was again arrested, 
and appeared in the Police Court to-day with 
his counsel. He asked for aspeedy hearing, 
and his counsel declared that the indict- 
ment was founded upon slander, fraud, 
and deceit, and tnat the charges against 
his client could not be ~ supported 
by legal testimony. The Government asked 
that the hearing should be postponed for one 
day. Mr. Merrick reminded the court that an 
indictment against Rerdell had been found by 
a Grand Jury upon proper and competent evi- 
dence, and added that a case could very easily 
be made against him. But one day would be 
needed in which to get witnesses here. The 
hearing went over until to-morrow. 

Boone and his companions were arrested 
and brought before the Police Court. They in 
sisted = having a trial there, and refused to 
waive that privilege and go directly before the 
Grand Jury; but while the long and tedious 
trial was going on in the Police Court the evi- 
dence against Boone and his assistants was 
laid before the Grand Jury and they were all 
indictede Rerdell’s counsel evidently hopes to 
compel the Government to disclose in the 
Police Court the case which it has against 
Brady and Dorsey. Rerdell was a member 
of the Dorsey party, and as sueh was indicted. 
Brady and Dorsey are held on their indict- 
ments for trial next month, but Rerdell has 
escaped by a technical error. Now he insists 
upon a preliminary trial in the Police Court, 
in the hope that the Government, in order to 
secure him, will be forced to disclose the evi- 
fence against his party, which will be used in 
the main trial. There are good reasons for 
believing, however, that he wil! be disappoint- 
ed, and that the Government will be able to 
hold him without uncovering its case against 
his fellow-conspirators.

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER DEBATE. 
SENATORS SsTILL DELAYING ACTION BY 
MAKING LONG SPEECHES. 

WasuinctTon, April 24.—Although it has 
become very clear that the Senate will pass 
the Mississippi River Improvement bill as it 
came from the committee, and that it might 
have been disposed of on Friday last or to-day, 
the subject has been seized upon byall the 
Senators who imagine they have ideas on the 
proposition that ought to be made public, and it 
may linger along for aday ortwomore. Mr. 
(Ingalls had the floor on Friday when the Sen- 
ate adjourned, but he yielded to-day to Mr. 
Hampton, who had a speeeh written. The 


South Carolina Senator favored the bill as re- 
ported, believing it to be broad in scope, lib- 
eral in its provisions, and catholic in its gener- 
osity. It provides encugh money to meet 
any necessary immediate expenditure, and, if 
the commission should find it necessary or ad- 
visable to establish a system of levees, he had 
no doubt the Government would extend gen- 
erous assistance, 

Mr. Bayard followed Mr. Hampton. In 
opening he was more than usually slow and 
distressing in selecting words in which to 
clothe his ideas, arranging books and papers 
on his desk and tearing a note nervously with 
his bands as he laboriously framed his 
opening sentences. The incomparable dis- 
play of the flood, more terrible in 
its results than the Michigan fires, the destruc- 
tion of Chicago, or the conflagration which re- 
duced a part of Boston to ashes, awakened the 
Senator’s sympathy, but unlike his friend 
from Arkansas (Mr. Garland) he was a strict 
constructionist and believed it to be a heresy 
to take the public money for personal ends. 
There was no more doubt in the Velaware 
Senator’s mind about the right of the Govern- 
ment to spend money for the improvement of 
the navigation of the Mississippi than there 
was about its right to spend money 
in removing thq rocks in Hell Gate. 
{f, in doing this work, benefits followed in the 
way of public improvement, so much the bet- 
ter. He dissented entirely from the view of 
Mr. Vest that the river is the property of the 
Government, and that the Government is 
therefore responsible for any damage it may 
do. A logical conclusion from this sort of 
argument would be that in case of drought the 
Government would have to be responsible for 
lack of water. 

Mr. Pendleton, who has not spoken often re- 
cently, made a speech devoted to the Consti- 
tution, in which there was no lack of excellent 
sentiment, and at the end there was an appli- 
cation of his ar, ent tothe subject under 
consideration. he Ohio Senator held that 
Congress had power to do all the things it had 
required the Mississippi River Commission to 
inquire about, but that it had no right to fence 
f# man’s land or to reclaim lands, or to repair 
injuries resulting from natural causes, He 
would be glad to see the bill so amended as to 
provide for the building, rebuilding, and re- 
pair of levees where such work was necessary 
to improve the navigation of the river, but 
not a dollar should be appropriated merely to 
reclaim the lands of individuals. 

As several Senators had made allusions, on 
ote days during the discussion of the bill, 

large sums of money devoted by Congress 
to improvements not connected with the Mis- 


sissippi River, and had complained that the. 


aggregate appropriation for the improvement 
of the river was small,jMr. Conger produced a 
statement showing that up to and including 
the = 1881 Congress had appropriated $36,- 
874,652 for the improvement of the Mississippi 
instead ot the $6,000,000 which had been named 
as the entire amount so appropriated. In the 
River and Harbor bill of last year $4,770,500 
‘was appropriated, and in the bill for 1880 
$2,871,500. The bill will come up again to-mor- 
row as the unfinished business.

THE PENSION ROLL AND ITS COST. 
4N INTERESTING STATEMENT BY THE COM- 
MISSIONER OF PENSIONS. 

Wasuineron, April 24.—A resolution 
was adopted in the Senate on April 5, calling 
for the total number of pensioners upon the 
roll, the annual value of the pension roll, and 
the amount actually paid, including arrears, 
for the year ending Sept. 4, 1881. The 
Secretary of the Interior, through Commis- 
sioner Dudley, has obtained the information 
called for and has sent it to ,the 
Senate. The number of pensioners on 


the roll in September, 1881, was 269,- 
$51, the annual value of: whose pensions was 
$29,263,469. Of these 12,000 were not paid, and 
the pensioners not having called for their pen- 
sions. within three years they have lapsed, 
_ $000. were sailors. whose’ residences were not

known, and 252,851 pensioners were pene ; the 
amount required to pay their annual pensions 
and arrears being $51,224,204. In New-York 
State there were 32,024 pensioners on the 
roll, the annual value of whose pensions 
was $8,426,532, and to whom $6,510,411 
were given in annual payments and 
arrears, Pennsylvania comes next in impor- 
tance to New-York, with 28,292 pensioners; 
annual value of pensions, $3,027,296, and an- 
nual payments and arrears, $5,746,862. Ohio 
is a gooi third in order, with 24.663 pensioners, 
the annual value of whose pensions wus $2,638,- 
900, but to whom were Poet in annual pay- 
ments and arrears, $4,941,520, Pensioners in 
Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Massachusetts, and 
Michigan received upward of $2,000,000 
in annual payments and arrears, and in 
Kansas, Kentucky, Missouri, New-Jersey, 
and Wisconsin, they received upward of 
$1,000,000. Alaska has one pensioner, who 
received $176. The most populous Congres- 
sional district is the First of Kansas, which 
has 2,930 pensioners, and the district in which 
the largest amount was paid to pensioners was 
the Third of Maine, which has 2,545 pen- 
sioners, who were paid $642,357. The com- 
parative gain subsequent to September, 1881, 
will be centre ay distributed among the East- 
ern, Middle, and Western States, and in Ten- 
nessee and West Virginia, while in the re- 
maining Southern States the losses by death 
of 1,812 pensioners will not vary materially 
trom additions to the rolls for these localities. 
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THE LAND GRANT FRAUDS. 

NEARLY HALF A MILLION ACRES GIVEN TO 
AN ALABAMA ROAD WITHOUT BEING 
EARNED. 


Wasuineton, April 24.—There is appar- 
ently almost no end to the stories which can 
be told about the manner in which the public 
lands have been wasted on railways, and the 
remarkably loose way of doing land grant 
business in the Land Office. The assistant law 
clerk of this office, Mr. Le Barnes, makes the 
following statement about a road in 
Alabama. The grant to the Mobile and 
Girard Road, in Alabama, was six 
sections per mile, exclusive of lands 
previously sold, pre-empted, reserved, or oth- 
erwise appropriated. The lands were to be 
exclusively applied to the construction of the 
road, and to be disposed of only as the work 
proceeded. No more than 120 sections fora 
length of 20 miljes could be given in advance of 
construction. The road was to be completed 
in 10 years, andif it should not be completed 
in that time the lands unsold were to re- 
vert to the Government. The map of 
location was filed in 1858, but there is 


in the Land Office no record of any 
certificate from the Governor as to 
the completion of any part of the road, and 
the office has no official information that any 
_ of the road has been built, and yet the 
aw required that the land should go to the 
road only on the certificate of the Governor as 
to the completion of the 20-mile section. 
Within the 10 years 54 miles were built, as ap- 
pears from unofficial information, and after- 
ward 30 miles more were built, so that the 
road extended from Girard to Troy. Since 1870 
nothing has been done, and it is understood 
that it is not intended to extend the road 
further. From Girard to Union Springs, 
54 miles, there were only 1,601 acres 
subject to the grant, and between 
Unien eninge and Troy, 30 miles, only 
1,327 acres. Within the indemnity limits 
of the grant there were less than 11,000 acres 
available for the 84 miles. The total possible 
amount of land which could have properly 
been given to the road under the grant for the 
84 miles was, therefore, 21,723 acres. Asa 
matter of fact, all of the public lands of the 
United States within the granted limits of this 
road from Girard to Mobile, about 300 miles, 
were certified, and nearly all of the public 
lands in the indemnity limits were patented 
to the State for the road. the total being 
504,131 acres, or 482,408 acres more 
than were earned by construction. The 
lands were transferred by the State to the 
road in 1858, upon condition that a bond should 
be filed for the faithful observance of the con- 
dition of the grant, There is no evidence, it is 
said, that such a bond was ever filed. The 
lands were certified or patented to the State in 
1860 and indorsed over to the company in 
1879. Official reports to the Land Office show 
that 96,000 acres of the land were conveyed 
by the company’s deed for services. in 
securing to the company the apparent title of 
the lands. <A further amount of 164,000 acres 
was sold by the company at a nominal price, 
and it has been officially reported that the tim- 
ber from these lands is being used in the con- 
struction of railroads in Georgia. The office 
does not know whether the corporation ismow 
in existence and operating any part of the 
road or not, 
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SILVER ADVOCATES ALARMED. 
THE BILL REPEALING PERMANENT APPRO- 

PRIATIONS—A BLOW TO THE SILVER 


DOLLAR ACT. 
WasHIneton, April 24.—The silver men 
are making a good deal of noise about the bill 


recently passed by the Senate to repeal certain 
laws relating to permanent and indefinite ap- 
propriations, and it has been asserted that in 
some way the real bearing of this bill upon sil- 
ver coinage has been concealed from Congress. 


The bill now lies on the Speaker’s table, and 
among the permanent appropriations repealed 


by itor brought within the legislative power 
of each Congress is that provided for in the 
act of Feb. 28, 1878, which contained a _per- 
manent appropriation for the coinage of the 
standard dollar. The clause making the ap- 
propriation is aa follows: 


“ And the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized 
and directed to purchase from time to time silver 
bullion at the market price thereof, not less than 
$2,000,000 worth per month nor more than $4,000,- 
000 worth per month, and cause the same to be 
coined monthly, as fast as so purchased, into such 
dollars, and asum sufficient to carry out the fore- 
going provision of this act is hereby appropriated.” 

This appropriation is not among those ex- 
cepted from the operation of the bill, and if 
the bill should be passed in the House as it 
came from the Senate, the appropriation for 
buying silver and coining it would become a 
bone of contention in each Congress. An 
omission to make such an appropriation by 
any Congress would stop the manufacture of 
the dollars. Those silver men who are said to 
have voted for the bill in the Senate without 
understanding that it repealed the coin- 
age appropriation, ought not to plead 
ignorance as an excuse, for the bill is 
an old one. It was brought in and supported 
by Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, in the last 

ongress, and Secretary Sherman sent to the 
Senate then a long list of the appropriations 
which it would repeal. The first on the list was 
the appropriation for parting and refining bul- 
lion, and the second was that for ‘‘ coinage of 
the standard silver dollar.”” There were about 
100 others specified, but the coinage specifica- 
tion stood at the top of the list, staring in the 
face of any one who chose to become acquaijnt- 
ed with the bearing of this important bill. 


AN IRON MINE IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
Raeieu, N. C., April 24.—Five years ago 


. great parade was made over the finding of iron ore 


near Chapel Hiil, in Orange County, and imme- 
diately there was talk of building a railroad from 
some point on the North Carolina Railroad to 
Chapel Hill. It was thought at that time that the 
talk of the railroad was for the purpose of selling 
the mine, that the quality of the ore was not good, 


and that the quantity was limited. The mine was 
not sold, but was excavated until it was found that 
the ore was inexhaustible. A sutiicient quantity 
was carried to the Pennsylvania Iron and Steel 
Works, at Harrisburg, and the analysis shows 
that this ore is equal to the best stee) ore 
now mined near Lake Superior. With this great 
quantity of freight within 12 miles of its main line 
and needing only an outlet, the Richmond an 
Danyille Company commenced the construction of a 
branch road, which has just been completed to the 
mine, and ends at Chapel Hill. A daily train has 
been put on to this place, and freight cars, as fast 
as they can be loaded, are transported over the 
Richmond and Danville Line to Harrisburg. The 
Pennsy!vania Iron and Steel Company has engaged 
all the ore from this mine, and is using it in the 
manufacture of steel.

MR. GLADSTONE’'S BUDGET

GROWING EXPENDITURES AND A 
SMALL SURPLUS. 

THE REVENUE NOT SATISFACTORY ON AC- 
COUNT OF THE SLOW RECOVERY OF 
TRADE—AN INCREASE OF THE CARRIAGE 
DUTY PROPOSED—THE PREMIER COMPLI- 
MENTS AMERICAN FINANCIAL POLICY. 

Lonpon, April 24.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone introduced 
the budget. In his speech explaining it he re- 
ferred to the growing expenditure and sluggish 
revenue, and to the slowness of the recovery 
of trade, especially so far as its action 
upon revenue was concerned. He said he 
could not recommend the abolition of 
the duty on silver plate, because the 
drawback would be too great for the 
revenue to bear; but he admitted that it was 
desirable to abolish the duty as soon as possi- 
ble. The change in the probate and legacy 
duties, Mr, Gladstone said, had worked exceed- 
ingly well, but the proceeds had been less than 


it was expected they would be. The receipts 
from the beer duty had fallen short of the esti- 
mate by £220,000. Mr. Gladstone explained that 
£1,400,000 of the increase in expenditure was 
due to special charges on account of the In- 
dian and Transvaal wars, The actual surplus 
of revenue over expenditure for the past year 
was £352,000. The revenue from tea had in- 
creased in late years, but not the revenue 
from coffee. It is proposed to prevent the 
adulteration of coffee with any other 
substances than chiccory. Mr, Glad- 
stone attributed the diminution of the 
revenue from alcohol to increased 
savings by the people. Continuing, he said 
the condition of trade could not be called un- 
satisfactory, but the effect of its improvement 
upon the revenue of the country was sluggish. 
He attributed the symptom not to a diminu- 
tion of the resources of the country, but to 
the absence of those extreme prices which 
marked the previous period of pros- 
perity. The total expenditure for the past 
year, including supplementary estimates, had 
been computed at £86,190,000, The actual ex- 
penditure was £85,472,000, or £718,000 less than 
the estimates. But a comparison of the ex- 
penditure of 1881-2 with that of 1880-81 was 
more serious, as it showed an augmenta- 
tion of ver £2,250,000. The total revenue, 
which had been estimated at £85,100,000, 
had actually been £85,822,000. The 
surplus of revenue over expenditures was thus 
£350,000. The expenditure for the coming 
year was estimated at £34,630,000, which would 
include £180,000 added pay for the forces in 


Ireland, £90,000 on account of Cyprus, &c. 


‘There was a relief of £2,250,000 in war 
charges, and thus the estimates of expenditure 
would have been still further below those 
of last year but for certain permanent in- 
creases, such as an increase of £450,000 re- 
auired for Irish votes, including those for 
Police, resident magistrates, and the land 
courts, and an increase of £107,000 for charges 
on account of postai telegraphs, and another 
of £85,000 for reduction of the debt. 

Mr. Gladstone regretted the growing popu- 
lar indifference in regard to increase of ex- 
penditure. He thought the system of framing 
estimates on the sole responsibility of the 
Ministers had not worked satisfactorily. The 
Americans, he said, had shown extraor- 
dinary vigor and fortitude in reducing 
their debt and in bearing heavy taxation 
for that purpose. He thought our modern his- 
tory was hardly so creditable. The revenue 
for the coming year was estimated at £84,935,- 
000, thus showing an estimated surplus of 
£305,000. Mr. Gladstone said the meagre- 
ness of this surplus was such that he 
had to abandon the hope of great financial 
readjustment in connection with the County 
Government bill, and in order to fulfill prom- 
ises in regard to the readjustment of the high- 
way rate, he proposed to raise £250,000 more 
by a slight increase of the carriage duty. This 
was the only novelty in the budget. 

When dealing with the details of the reve- 
nue for the past year Mr. Gladstone quoted 
statistics showing that in 1879-8051 per cent. 
of the revenue was raised from _ alcohol, 
whereas during the past year only 438 
per cent. was realized from _ that 
source. Meanwhile, al‘hough wages were 
lower than in the very prosperous year of 
1872, the deposits in savings banks were larger. 
He stated that the national debt had been re- 
duced by 4£7,169,000 during the year. Mr. 
Gladstone concluded by assuring the House 
and the country that he had concealed nothing. 

Sir Stafford Northcote said he would defer 
criticism on the budget and the speech of the 
right honorable gentleman.

A dispatch from Constantinople says: ‘ A 
traveler from Taif, Arabia, states that Midhat 
Pasha and the other participators in the assas- 
sination of Abdul Aziz are in a very misera- 
ble condition, their limbs being fettered. The 


wife and family of Midhat Pasha are border- 
ing on destitution.’’ 


he Times publishes a letter from Arabi 
Bey, the Egyptian Minister of War, to the 
British Consul at Cairo, dated April 6, in which 
he declares that the European Control will not 
be hindered in the discharge of its duty. It 
never has been the intention of the Egyptian 
Ministry, he says, to touch the rights of the 
Controllers or trespass upon any international 
treaty. All rumors spread in Europe about 
excessive nilitary expenditure in Egypt are 
unfounded. 

Vienna, April 24.—The trial of Julius von 
Newald, ex-Mayor of Vienna; Herr Jauner, 
formerly director of the I{mperial Opera- 
house; three of his assistants, the Police In- 
spector Landsteiner, an engineer, and a fore- 
mau of the Vienna Fire Brigade, who are ac- 
cused of neglect or of punishable actions in 
connection with the burning of the Ring 
Theatre, began to-day.

THE LATE CHARLES DARWIN. 
Lonpon, April 24.—The funeral of the 
late Charles Darwin will be held at West- 
minster Abbey on Wednesday, at noon. The 


body will be buried in the Abbey, in close 
proximity to that of Sir Isaac Newton. 
Canon Liddon, preaching at St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral yesterday, referred to the theories of Mr. 
Darwin as not necessarily hostile to the funda- 
mental truths of religion. Hesaid Mr. Dar- 
win’s greatness was particularly conspicuous 
in the patience and care with which he regis- 
tered minute facts. Canon Prothero, preach- 
ing at Westminster Abbey, said Mr. Darwin 
had stated with the utmost modesty, that of 
which he himself was convinced, although he 
was aware that his opinions would not be uni- 
versally acceptable. He possessed charity, 
which was the true essence of tke spirit of 
Christianity. 
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FLAMES IN A WISCONSIN TOWN. 
Ba Sn 
THE BUSINESS PART OF EAU CLAIRE NEARLY 
DESTROYED—A Loss OF $275,000. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., April 24.—A special from 
Eau Claire, Wis., to the Pioneer-Press to-night says 
that one of the most destructive fires that has ever 
occurred in that city commenced this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock in a small barn in 
the rear of Kinnear’s store, in the Pioneer 
Block. The steam-boat Minnie Herman passed 


afew minutes previous to the discovery of the 
fire, and it is supposed acinder from the chimney 
caused the total destruction of no less than four 
blocks, partly composing the business portion of 
the west side of the river. The spark lodged under 
the barn, in which were stored inflamma- 
ble materials, partly composed of kero- 
sene, powder, straw, &c. Scarcely was the 
discovery of the flames made when a 
brisk wind drove them into the oil 
and powder, whieh exploded with a loud report. 
This was directly in the heart of the business part 
of the city. Windows were blown out and smoke 
followed, which rendered it impossible to save any 
of the contents of many of the stores. At pres- 
ent writing several dwellings are burning, but 
the fire is under cortrol. The total loss 
of property will not be less than $275,000. The fol- 
lowing buildings were destroyed: A. Kinnear’s 
drug store; loss on stock, $4,000: barn and con- 
tents, loss, $500; insured for $4,000. Loss on one- 
third of the Pioneer Block, $8,000; partially in- 
sured. Empire Lumber Company, general stock 
of merchandise and goods removed in bad 
condition; loss, $20,000; insurance, $15,000. 
The fixtures were all destroyed; loss 
on the share of the Pioneer Block, 
$38,000; clothing department of the same company, 
loss $8,000, insurance $5,000, goods generally dam- 
aged by removal. Mr. Hoffman lost all his fixtures; 
loss on share in Pioneer Block, $700; loss on stock, 
$3,000; insured for $1,500; insurance on his part of 
the building, $38,000. Leader Publishing Com- 
pany, loss of type and material, $1,800; 
slight insurance: will issue a paper to- 
morrow and afterward until new stock 
can be obtained. The fioneer Block, which wasa 
handsome building, three stories high, was erected 
four years ago, and occupied bythe firms above 
mentioned. The second story was divided into 
offices, and the third story was occupied until re- 
cently by Chippewa Commandery, No. & Knights 
Templar. The building is a totai loss, and was val- 
ued at $25,000. Only asmall portion is left intact. 
The law firm of Ellis & Saulsberry occupied a por- 
tion of the second story; loss $800 on library. 

The fire also swept the branch Post Office station, 
but the mail was saved. Pearson’s clothing store 
lost $10,000 in stock; more than covered by $&25,- 
000 insurance. The city engine-house was wiped 
out. The Klemer Block and all the substantial 
buildings in Fifth-avenue shared the common fate. 
A number of business and residence properties 
went down in the commonruin. The total num- 
ber of buildings destroyed is 63.

OTHER LOSSES BY FIRE. 


There was a fire last evening in the straw 
rope house of the New-York Smelting and Refining 
Company, Nos. 151 to 159 Jane-street, and when 
Chief of Battalion Gicquel arrived and found the 
flames rapidly approaching boxes in which were 
200,000 60-calibre rifle cartridges, alt of which were 
loaded, he sent out a second alarm. The straw 
rope house was to the west of the premises occu- 
pied by the company, and the flames traveled 
through the furnace-rooms and smelting-rooms 
before they were checked. All the buildings are 
one story high. ‘The roof of one of them was 
burned to within five feet of where the vartridges 
were stored, ona platform resting on the roof 
beams. The fire did about $1,500 damage to the 
buildings, and melted a lot of spelter, tin, and 
zinc. The loss on stock is about $3,000. The car- 
tridges were condemned Government stores. 

The large tannery of Rebert McCullough, 
at Salladesburg, 18 miles from Williamsport, Penn., 
was burned Sunday. The origin of the fire is un- 
known. Besides the buildings, a very large amount 
of leather was destroyed. The loss will reach 

75,000; insurance, $15,000, placed in New-York. 
The propesty was owned bya Mr. Lee, of New- 
York. One hundred men are thrown out of em- 
ployment. Ten years agoa tanneryon the same 
site was burned. 


Hathaway block, Mason’s block, Cole’s 
carding mill, Cummings’s pan-cake shop, and many 
other buildings were burned at Norway, Me., yes- 
terday morning. The total loss will not exceed 
$20,0U0, as the buildings burned were mostly small. 
The loss is nearly covered by insurance. The prin- 
cipal losses were on Mason’s block, valued at 
$3,000, insured for $2,500, and C L. Hathaway's 
block, valued at $8,500, insured for $2,500. The 
loss of no other party will exceed $500. 


A fire broke out Sunday night in a small 
frame structure in the rear of athree-story dwelling 
on St. Mary’s-avenue, Clifton, Staten Isiand. The 
buildings in the rear were entirely destroyed, and 
the flames communicating to the dwelling, it was 
seriously damaged, as were also its contents. The 
buildings, which were new, were owned by James 
Westerman. The loss is about $2,000; covered by 
insuranee. 


A fire broke out about 10 o’clock Sunday 
night which destroyed the North Wheeling (West 
Va.) Glass-works, owned by the Wheeling Window- 
glass Company, and used in manufacturing bot- 
tles. The origin of the fire is not known, but in- 
cendiarism is suspected. The loss on the factory, 
machinery, and materials is $20,000, and the insu- 
rance $4,700.

WORK OF THE LEGISLATORS 


THE BUSINESS OF LAST NI@HT’S 
SESSION. 

COUNSEL FOR THE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE IN 
THE WESTBROOK INVESTIGATION—A 
BILL FROM THE RECEIVERSHIP COM- 
MITTEE. 


ALBANY, April 24.~The Assembly Judiciary 
Committee held this afternoon the third of its 
series of very cautious meetings to consider the 
Westbrook-Ward investigation. Another batch of 
documentary evidence bearing upon the suit of the 
people against the Manhattan Railway Company 
was submitted to it by counsel for Judge West- 
brook. There is much more to some of this class 
of evidence, which the committee expect to get at 
in due season. The request of the committee that 
it be authorized to employ counsel to conduct the 
examination in a dignified and fitting manner was 
granted by the Assembly to-night, a resolution to 
that effect being introduced by Chairman Poucher. 

The amendment to the Constitution, offered by 
Mr. Benedict, of Ulster, and providing for biennial 
sessions of the Legislature, was ordered to athird 
reading by the Assembly by a vote of 46 to 26. 
Mr. Benedict made astrong argument in its sup- 
port, and was sustained by Gov. Alvord, Mr. Cha- 
pin, and Mr. Noyes. Mr. McClelland, of New- 


York, worked himself into a state of perspiration 
over it, declaring that he saw innumerable evils in 
the proposition. As is usual in this vehement 
gentleman’s argument, the people's rights were 
likely to be overridden by the adoption of such an 
amendment. Mr. Noyes neatly cornered him by 
asking if he had not voted to allow the peopie to 
pass upon both the free canal amendment 
and the appointment of Railroad Commissioners. 
Mr. McClelland admitted that hehad. “Then,” 
asked Mr. Noyes, “Why is it that the 
gentleman can’t permit the dear people, about 
whom he professes so much concern, to pass upon 
this question also?’ Mr. McClelland concluded 
that the people were not to be trusted in this mat- 
ter by voting against the amendment. Nearly all 
the Republicans and the liberal-minded portion of 
the Democratic members voted to progress it. 

Mr. B. F. Baker presented an act in relation to 
Receivers of savings banks, trust and insurance 
companies, which embodies the views of his asso- 
ciates upon t e Receivership Investigating Com- 
mittee. Its provisions are as follows: 

“All the property, &c., of any savings bank, trust 
company, or insurance company vested in any Ke- 
ceiver shall be transferred to and vested in the fol- 
lowing officers as temporary Recelvers: If a savings 
bank or trust company, in the Superintendent of the 
Banking Department; if an insurance company, in 
the Superintendent of Insurance. Such temporary 
Receiver is directed, within 10 days after his 
appointment, to make a full detailed report to 
the court of the assets and Llabilities of the cor- 
poration. A meeting of creditors shall be called, 
and if they shall fail to elect a permanent 
Keceiver, the court may, in its discretion, further ex- 
tend and enlarge the powers of the temporary Re- 
ceiver. Receivers are directed to make full and 
detailed monthly reports to the court, and 
may be removed at any time on application 
signed by at least two-thirds in number, 
representing two-thirds in amount, of the 
abilities of the corporations. In all actions 
or proceedings, the Attorney-General is directed to 
act as counsel for the Receiver without extra com- 
pensation. Assistant counsel may be employed in 
special cases, whose compensation shall be fixed by 
the Board of Audit. All orders of court appointing 
Receivers shall designate one or more solvent banks 
or trust companies as places of deposit for the funds 
and securities of the corporation, to be located in the 
townor city where is the office of the Receiver. 
Receivers are to be paid as Executors and Adminis- 
trators, put shall not in any one year receive more 
than $5,000, The affairs of all insolvent companies 
shall be closed up within one year of the appointment, 
except that, upon application to the court. extensions 
not exceeding six months at a time may be made, and 
all cases of litigation growing out of Receiverships 
shall have preference on the court calendar, No 
decreeof final settlement shall be issued by the court 
until all cash and convertible cash assets shall be 
realized on and the proceeds distributed.” 

Col. Murphy introduced a bill prohibiting the 
Long Island Railroad Company from charging 
greater passenger and freight rates than are now 
charged on the New-York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad. Mr. Parker presented a bill ap- 

ropriating $225,000 to purchase uniforms for mem- 
bers of the National Guard. At the request of Mr. 
Crane, of New-York, the American Popular Life 
Insurance Company was added to the list of insol- 
vent companies which are now being ivestigated 
by the Assembly special committee. Mr. Crane 
understands that that company isin quite as bad 
order as any of the dozen which have already been 
examined. Inthe Senate, to-night, the bill giving 
to the accused person, in cases where eapital pun- 
ishment is involved, the right of the final address 
tothe jury was ordered to a third reading bya 
vote of 13 to 8.

A DISASTER 1N FLORIDA. 


A RIVER STEAMER BURNED NEAR JACK- 
SONVILLE AND NINE LIVES LOST, 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 24.—The most 


shocking disaster which ever occurred in Florida 
waters was the burning of the steamer City of 
Sanford about five miles above this city about 4 
o’clock this morning while on her way from San- 
ford. When the vessel was opposite Point La 
Vista fire was discovered issuing from the 


forward hold from among a quantity of 
pine wood. An _ alarm was at once 
given, the purser going through the boat and 
arousing the passengers, and, in order to prevent 
a panic, telling them not to be alarmed, as there 
was plenty of time. This caused some to lose 
valuable time. The boat was headed for the 
shore, and was in a few minutes grounded in three 
feet of water, but the fire had drivea the engineer 
from his post and the engine could not be stopped. 
An attempt was made to rescue the passengers by 
having them go aft and jump overboard, but not- 
withstanding the efforts in this direction, nine per- 
sons, and probably more, perished. The names of 
those actually known to be dead are as follows: 
Mrs. Oscar Keep and child, of Jacksonville; Mrs. 
Ireland and daughter, of Como; Mrs. G. H. Dow- 
ner, of Norwalk, Fla.; Capt. Shartelle, of the 
schooner Magnolia, recently lost en the Mosquito 
Inlet bar; Charles Pierce,a nephew, and Willie 
Brooks, a son, of the pilot of the steamer; Dorse 
Snapper. a deck-hand. The officers of the steamer 
George M. Bird, which was coming down the river 
.a few miles ahead of the Sanford, discovered the 
fire and at once put back tothe scene of the disas- 
ter. The survivors were taken on board the Bird 
and brought to this city. The bodies of the vie- 
tims subsequently reached here for interment. 
Some of the bodies were burned toacrisp. The 
steamer and contents are a total loss, nothing 
whatever being saved.

THE MURDER AT TRENTON. 
TRENTON, April 24.—Trenton has now two 
homicide cases for trial at the May term of court. 
The last one is that of Martin Mernun, who beat 
an old man named Alexander Nobile so unmerci- 
fully on Sunday that he died this morning. Mer- 


nun had given Noble leave to sleep in his kitchen 
on Saturday night, when he, his wife, and another 
man named Dugan had become intoxicated 
after a spree. About 3:30 o’clock Mrs. Mer- 
un went down to the kitchen, as she 


says, to get a drink, stumbled over Noble, who 
lay on the floor and fell. The noise awakened her 
husband, who came down stairs, and, seeing his 
wife lying on the floor close to Noble, seized a 
chair with which he beat the pair until it was 
broken. He then procured a stick of wood and 
beat Noble until, he says. he could strike him no 
longer on account of fatigue. The post-mortem 
examination this afternoon showed that almost all 
of Noble's ribs were literaily crushed in and splin- 
tered in a shocking manner. The lungs were much 
lacerated. A curious discovery was made in re- 
lation to the kidneys of the dead man. Instead of 
being separated they were joined together so as to 
form one organ by a connecting neck. The case 
— created a sensation not often existing in this 
city. 


QUICK WORK OF LYNCHERS.

GARRETT, MRS. WALTON’S ACCOMPLICE, 

HANGED IN FRONT OF THE JAIL. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 24.—On Jan. 7 
last John M. Walton, a wealthy farmer, of St. 
Paul, Decatur County, was shot while sitting be- 
fore his grate reading. A colored man was ar- 
rested for the deed, confessed, and charged that 
he had been employed to do the deed by Mrs. 
Walton and a neighbor, Oscar M. Garrett, be- 
tween whom there had been a criminal inti- 
macy for years. All the parties to the 
crime were arrested, and Garrett was tried, 
on change of venue, in Jennings County, and ac- 
quitted, to the surprise and indignation of the peo- 
ple in the neighborhood of the scene of his crime. 


He was arrested tor arson,in burning a building 
on the Walton place, and committed to jail in 
Greenburg. Mrs. Walton, though admitted to bail 
by the Supreme Court, is yet in jail, as also is 
Frazier, the negro, who shot Walton through the 
window of his sitting-room. This morning a mob 
of 25 or 20 men, supposed to be from the vicinity 
of St. Paul, took Garrett from jail and hanged 
him to a maple tree in the Court-house yard. 

The jailor says that ‘about 2 o’ciock an alarm 
was given at his front door, and, upon opening it, 
three men rushed in, seized him, and demanded 
the keys to Garrett’s cell. Upon his refusal to de- 
liver them arope was put around his neck and h 
was dragged up stairs. He still refused to tel 
where Garrett was or to open any doors of the 
jail. The mob discovered the room in which 
Garrett was confined and broke down the 
door with a sledge hammer. Garrett, be- 
ing apprised of ‘their hostile purpose, 
met the party at the door witha chair and felled 
severai to the floor. but was immediately seized 
upon by four or five men and dragged down 
stairs. At the landing he was placed upright and 
a rope tied round his neck. A prisoner says that 
Garrett fought like a tiger, and exclaimed repeat- 
edly, ** I know you.”’ The jailer says that he (the 
jailer) was knocked down when Garrett called to 

im forassistance and throwninto acell. Garrett 
was struck on the nead with ahammer, which was a 
mortal blow; he never recovered consciousness 
nor spoke a word. He was dressed only in his 
night clothes. Not over 20 minutes were occupied 
in the work of the mob, and so orderly and well 
drilled were the lynchers that, besides one man 
who appeared at the jail window and the inmates 
of the jail, no one was aware of the mob’s 
presence in the town, and the alarm was 
not given until it had scattered and vanished. 
When the people of the town were aroused and cut 
the body down, Garrett was found to be stone 
dead. He had been hanged with a common clothes- 
line toatree in frontof the jail, with a pense 
pinned to his socks bearing the following inscrip- 
tion: ‘* Fiat justitia ruat celum. Gone to meet 
Jesse. Decatur sends greeting to Jennings.”” The 
jailer is badly cut and bruised about the face. 
The mob. after executing its vengeance on Gar- 
rett, manifested an impulse to seize Mrs. Walton 
and the negro, Frazier, but desisted on a word 
from the leader that they had done enough for one 
night. As soon as the mob entered the jail and 
attacked Garrett, who made piteous calls for help, 
the negro began praying in loud tones, and for sev- 
eral hours continued praying in a crazed manner. 


MR. EMERSON SOMEWHAT BETTER. 


AN ATTACK OF PNEUMONIA CAUSING ALARM 
ON ACCOUNT OF THE SUFFERER’S AGE 
AND POOR HEALTH. 

ConcorpD, Mass., April 24.—The illness of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, at his home in Concord, 
causes much concern to his friends on account of 
his age—he is nearly 80 years old—and the delicacy 
of his general health, rather than the nature of 
the present disease from which he is suffering, 
which is a slight attack of pneumonia. His illness 
is a result of exposure on one of the pleasant days 
last week, when he was attracted out of 
doors by the bright sunshine, without sufficient 
protection againt the subtle chill of the early Spring 
air, and it has been aggravated, perhaps, by the 


somewhat wintry and sharp weather which has 
since prevailed. It was during the night of Friday 
that the symptoms of pneumonia appeared. and 
the next day Dr. Edward W. Emerson, his son, who 
was attending him, summoned a Boston physician 
who is a friend of the family and well acquainted 
with Mr. Emerson’s constitution, Yesterday 
there was a slight improvement in the patient’s 
condition and again to-day, and it is 
not regarded at present as alarming. Mr. Emerson 
is practically confined to his bed, though since his 
attack he has set up for brief intervals, and he suf- 
fers little pain. Were he a younger man his ill- 
ness would not be considered as severe, and the 
chances would be largely in tavor of his speedy re- 
covery. 

As it is, his family are hopeful of a favorable 
termination of the illness, though they do not con- 
ceal their deep solicitude regarding it. The crisis 
is not exvected for several days, and while the pa- 
tient remains as comfortable as he has been to- 
day his friends thiuk there is good reason for hope- 
fulness. Mr. Emerson’s neighbors herein the old 
town in which he has so long lived and where he is 
greatly revered and loved share the solicitude of his 
family, and favorabie reperts from his sick room 
are eagerly sought. The latest statement to-night 
was that he was resting comfortably. Mr. Emer- 
son has led a very quiet life this Winter, venturing 
out very little. Indeed, his trip to Cambridge to 
attend the funeral of Longfellow was a great un- 
dertaking for him, but it was borne by him with a 
fair degree of comfort and without apparent ill-ef- 
fect. Since that time he has enjoyed compara- 
tively good health, and has occasionally received 
favored callers, entertaining them in bis gentle and 
always charming way.

ON TRIAL FOR PREVENTING COLORED MEN 
FROM VOTING—A MISTRIAL IN ONE 
CASE. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., April 24.—In the United 


States Court, to-day Distriet Attorney Melton filed 
arule for Fountain and Storm, the jurymen who 
dissented from the verdict in the Acton Precinct 
case afterhaving signed it, to show cause why 
they should not be dismissed from the jury. Leave 


was granted until Wednesday for a reply. The 


case against J. T. Hogg and 88 other defendants of 
Barnwell County, for preventing colored men 
from voting at Buford’s Bridge Precinct, 
was then called. Judge Maher, on behalf 
of the defense, announced that Messrs. Aldrich, 
Bryan, and Attorney-General Youmans would as- 
sisthim. Judge Bond ruled that he would listen 
to two argumenis from each side, and limited the 
speeches at the close of the testimony to two hours 
each. Judge Maher objected to this curtailment 
of eloquenee, on the ground that there were 39 de- 
fendants. Judge Bond said he could not 
listen to 39 speeches and ave instruc- 
tions to impanel a jury. No objections were 
made by either side, and 11 white men 
and one colored man, the same jury that acquitted 
Bates on Saturday, were sworn in. Three witnesses 
for the prosecution testified, in substance, that 
threats were made to prevent colored men from 
voting two days before the election; that a 
large number of Democrats encamped near 
the polling place during the _ night pre- 
ceding the election, and, on the morning 
of election day, thoroughly armed and with the 
Confederate flag in their midst, surrounded the poll 
and prevented colored men from voting; that the 
room in which the ballot-box stood was ‘stored 
with arms; that no Republican Supervisor was 
allowed near the poll, and that over 400 colored 
men whose names were written down were pre- 
vented from voting. : 

Just before the court adjourned the jury in the 
Maysville Precinct case, which has been out since 
last Friday afternoon through the stubborn refusal 
of one Democrat to agree to a verdict of guilty, 
came info court and was discharged. Judge Bond 
said he regretted this, as it made necéssary another 
trial of the case this term.

DOCUMENTS. 

Wasurneton, April 24.—The sensation 
of the day has been ex-Secretary Blaine’s tes- 
timony before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee. As was expected, he flatly con- 
tradicted many of Shipherd’s most im- 
portant statements, denounced him as a 
liar and perjurer, and suggested that 
his case should be taken up by the 
Grand Jury. Thegreat interview which Ship- 
herd has so elaborately described and reported 
dwindled to a 15-minute’s conversation in Mr. 
Blaine’s hands, and the assertion that the 
‘* wicked letter” to Hurlbut was quoted to the 


Secretary at that time, and that he did not 
condemn it, was shown to be untrue. Mr, 
Blaine produced a letter from Senator Blair, 
who was present at the interview, say- 
ing that he did not hear Ship 
herd tell the Secretary about the bribe, 
and never heard that he had made 
such an offer until Shipherd testified: before 
the committee. Mr. Blaine had also asked ex- 
Secretary Boutwell, ex-Senator Eaton, Coi- 
lector Robertson, and other prominent gentle- 
men about their knowledge of this. offer of 
$250,000 in stock, and he read to the com- 
mittee their letters of denial. It was 
also shown that ‘Shipherd had made 
an unwarranted use of ex-Secretary 
Evarts’s name. In an eloquent strain Mr. 
Blaine declared that the late President had 
known nothing of Shipherd and his scheme. 
He laid before the committee all of the corre- 
spondence between himself and Mr. Hurlbut 
while the latter was at Lima, and explained 
that the only reason why he had not kicker 
Shipherd out of the State Department at the 
beginning was that he was introduced bya 
Senator, and apparently supported by three 
ex-Senators, an ex-Secretary of the Treasury, 
and other prominent men. 

Mr. Blaine’s testimony was given in the im- 
petuous manner which is his characteristic. 
His language was emphatic, and when it be- 
came necessary for him to describe Shipherd’s 
character, or find expressive adjectives to be 
applied to Shipberd’s false statements, the dic- 
tionary was laid under contribution, with 
very satisfactory results. A little passage 
with Mr. Belmont, at the end of the session, 
indicated that the ex-Secretary has a desire to 
examine some members of the committee, and 
that he may turn the tables on Mr. Belmont 
before the end of his hearing.

MR. BLAINE’S TESTIMONY IN DETATIIL 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—There was an un- 
usually large attendance of the members of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, of newspaper cor 
respondents, and of spectators this morning, 
caused by the fact that Mr. Blaine was to have an 
opportunity of testifying and contradicting the re- 
markable statements of Jacob R. Shipherd. Mr. 
Blaine entered the committee-room at 10:30, accom- 
panied by one of his young sons, who stood behind 
his father’s chair throughout the session, and hay 
ing in his hand four enormous envelopes and a 
volume, published by the State Department, en- 
titled ‘War in South America and Attempts to 
Bring About a Peace.” 

At first the Chairman suggested that the session 
would have to be very brief, as it was expected 
that a question of privilege (meaning Mr. Robin- 
son’s resolution as to the imprisonment of natural- 
ized American citizens in Ireland) would come up, 
and the members of the committee desired to take 
part in that proceeding. Mr. Blaine suggested that 
that was not a question of privilege, but a privileged 
question, which ought not to interfere with the call 
of States for the introduction of bills. Finally it 
was arranged that the committee would continue 
in session till 12 o’clock, and Mr. Blaine was there- 
upon sworn as a witness, and the examination pro- 
ceeded as follows: 

Mr. Blaine—-While, of course, I desire to submit 
myself to such direction as the committee may in- 
dicate, still it would probably be the most simple 
mode of proceeding for me to make a general 
statement and then submit myself to any questions 


which the committee may propose to put to me 
afterward. 

The Chairman—I was going to lead to that with 
a few preliminary questions. You were Secretary 


of State under President Garfield’s|Administration, 
and fora time under the Administration of Presi- 
dent Arthur? A.—I was. 

Q.—Do you know Jacob R. Shipherd, who has 
testified in this investigation? A.—I do, 

Q.—Have you read the testimony purporting to 
have been given by him before this committee? 
A.—Yes, Sir, and I have tried to understend it. 
(Laughter. ] 

The Chairman—The committee may desire to in- 
terrogate you in reference to the correspondence 
of Mr. Shipherd and to various alleged interviews 
which he claims to have had with you; but the 
committee prefers that you’should go on, as you 
have yourself suggested, and make your own state- 
ment in such way as you please, taking it up in 
such order as you desire. 

Mr. Blaine asked for the reading of the resolu- 
tions under which the committee were acting, and 
ney were read by the Clerk. 

t. Kasson—If it be agreeable to Mr. Blaine I 
should ask him at first to dispose of his knowledge 
touching the missing papers. 

Mr. Blaine—1 was going to take itin that order. 
To begin with, Mr. Chairman, I never saw the al- 
leged papers of Mr. Shipherd in the State Depart- 
mentin my life—neither before this inquiry was 
started nor since. They were papers of a charac- 
ter which would not naturally be brought to the 
uttention of tne Secretary of State. I never knew 
that there were any such papers in the department 
nor addressed to it until after Mr. Shipherd was 
introdueed to me by Senator Blairin the latter 
part of July. He then referred to the fact that he 
bad addressed some letters to ihe President, which 
had probably been referred tothe State Depart- 
ment. I never inquired about them, (I shall speak 
about that more directly afterward.) and never 
saw them.. I knew nothing up to that time of their 
being there, and prior to the introduction by Sena- 
tor Blair of Shipherd to mel had never heard of 
the man’s name. When Senator Blair came to me 
on Monday, July 25, and said that he desired an in- 
terview fora pone named Shipherd, I never 
had heard of the name, and I said te him: 
** You must mean Shepherd, forI never heard of 
the name Shipherd.” ‘*No,” he said, **I mean 
Shipherd.” I recollect that incident as fixing the 
fact in my mind that I never had even as much as 
heard of the man before the 25th of July. In 
further explanation, I will state that the cor- 
respondenee which comes to the State Department 
is first sent to the office of the Chief Clerk, who as- 
sorts it. Consular correspondence goes to the 
office of the Thira Assistant Secretary; diplomatic 
correspondence goes to the office of the Second 
Assistant Secretary, or of the First Assistant Sec- 
retary, orto the Diplomatic Bureau directly. The 
Secret: of State would only have his atten- 
tion called to important dispatches—to dis- 
patcbes relating to questions of policy, not 
to matters sof detail. It would be utterly 
he pegs and gentlemen of the least intelligence 
will see how absurd it would be to suppose that the 
head of any of the great departments of the Gov- 
ernment should have personal cognizance or over- 
sight of every individual paper that comes into 
the department, much less a matter of such entire 
trashiness as that sent by Mr. Shipherd, and so far 
as an investigation (I say it without any disrespect 
to the committee) into what became of this matter 
is concerned, it was scarcely fitted for the waste- 
basket. The Chief Clerk would have been acting 
in strange contrast to his ordinary prudence had 
he attempted to interrupt the attention of the Sec- 
retary by laying such matter on his table. I did 
not know Mr. Shipherd’s handwriting until in the 
Autumn, when Mr. Hurlbut turned over his corre- 
spondence and the Assistant Secretary, Mr. 

itt, brought it to my house one morning 
and said: “Here is a pretty mess of stuff 
from South America,” and he exhibited these let- 
ters. I said: ‘‘Are these in Shipherd’s hand- 
writing?” He said he did not know. Shipherd’s 
handwriting, but that they appeared to be original 
letters, and that there was no evidence of their 
being copies. Up to that time I had never seen 
Shipherd’s handwriting. As to Mr. Shipherd’s 
very frequent interviews with me, one would sup- 

, from certain representations which appear to 
Eove been made to the committee and especialy 
from statements in the press, that we had spent the 
whole Summer together. 

Mr. Kasson—Wiill you simply state now whether 
you know how the papers came to be missing from 
the files of the State Department. 
= Mr. Blaine—I never heard a word of their being 
missing at all. Ido not knewa word about it. f[ 
have as little knowledge as the unborn child. 
They had never been addressed tome atall. They 
were matters which in course of routine are re- 
ferred every day, in large q from tbe 
White House to the different 

Q.—And of course you haveno “where 

be found? A.—Not the least in the 
There was.an impression that they mich: 
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possibly be among the various documents which 
were necessarily brought to my house, but I have 
aad every nook and corner searched by my private 
secretary without effect, and he himself, who isa 
rery careful, close, attentive business man, never 
aeard of these papers. 


THE INTERVIEWS WITH SHIPHERD. 


Now, in regard to my frequent interviews with 
Mr. Shipherd. He was introduced to me on July 
% by Mr. Blair, in the evening, when I had very 
brief interview with him. Instead of its extending 
up to 11 o’clock in the evening, as he states, I 
should say that the whole interview wasnot longer 
than from 10 to 15 minutes. I excused myself on 
account of having very important engagements, 


and I pestarmed. the interview until the next morn- 
ing. From then until the middle of October I 
aever saw Mr. Shipherd and never heard of him. 

Q.—Who were present that evening? A.—Sena- 
tor Blair. Mr. Blair introduced him. I never saw 
him at any time except with Mr. Blair. I never 
was one moment with him at any time that Mr. 
Blair was not present, except for a single moment, 
which I shall afterward explain. But from July 25 
to the 18th of October I never heard of Mr, Ship- 
nerd nor saw him. Then J saw him a brief time on 
Noy. 8. I think that he has given the dates cor- 
rectly in his statement, so far as Ihave observea, 
but he has erred a great deal about the length of 
the interviews. As to what was said by Mr. Ship- 
nerd, of course, as fixing the policy of the Govern- 
ment, the committee will pardon me for saying 
that that never appeared to me to be extraor- 
dinarily pertinent testimony. And after Mr. Ship- 
herd stated his view as to what the policy of the 
Government should be touching Peru, it occurred 
to me that it might be refreshing to the committee 
to turn to the actual correspondencejbetween the 
State Department and the ter to Peru. If the 
committee desired to fix the policy which the State 
Department adopted in reference to certain ques- 
tions, it appears to me that its first efforts 
should be to ascertain what was written by 
the department to the Minister and what was 
written by the Minister to the department. What 
Mr. Shipherd’s opinion was of what I ought to 
have written, oras to what it would have been 
wise te have written, or as to what it would have 
been for his interest to have me write, it does not 
seem to me a matter of great importance. What 
actually was written I have the pleasure of pre- 
senting to the committee. In the Peruvian and 
Chilian papers that were sent to Congress only 
those papers were sent which seemed pertinent to 
the inquiry, and they have been already published, 
but these two envelopes {[laying down two large 
official envelopes on the table] contain everything 
that passed between Mr. Hurlbut and myself. My 
own dispatches which I have, 26 or 27 in number, 
are givén in full, but there are afew of Mr. Hurl- 
but’s, which are given by a very full syliabus, so 
that the entire correspondence is here, and I desire 
to leave it with the committee. 

By Mr. Blount—Is this additional to what 
has been published? A.—Itis everything. It con- 
tains a good many very trifling, inconsiderable dis- 
patches. It does not add anything to the question, 
and I only present it because I have several times 
seen it suggested that the committee could never 
get to the bottom of this thing until all the dis- 
patches were presented, and therefore I now 
present them to the committee for its use. Every- 
thing that ever passed between Mr. Hurlbut and 
myself during his mission at Lima is included in 
these two envelopes. 

By Mr. Kasson—Are these papers submitted 
to the committee with the consent of the Execu- 
tive Department of the Government? A.—I wrote 
& note to the State Department asking for copies 
of the other documents, and these were sent to me. 

Q.—So that there is no chance of any complaint 
of irregular disclosures in this matter? A,.—There 
is nothing to disclose. 

Q.—There is no irregularity in the submission of 
them? A.—Not the slightest; Ihave not been to 
the State Department, but I addressed a note to it 
and got these papers in reply. 

Q.—Then it may be assumed that they are given 
to the public with the consent of the department ? 
A.—Yes. ny, Sa merely as to such trifling mat- 
ters as letting Mr. Hurlbut know that he may have 
his stationery in a certain way, or that he may go 
on the Alaska from Panama. I only present them 
through the exercise of caution and for the full de- 
velopment of everything that transpired. Mr. 
Kasson, having served in a foreign office, knows 
very well that, of every five dispatches, probably 
three or four would be of no public interest what- 
ever. 

Mr. Kasson—I only wished to guard the commit- 
tee against acting irregularly. 

Mr. Blaine—In those dispatches are to be found 
everything that ever passed between Mr. Hurlbut 
and myself in reference to the Cochet claim, and 
any quotationsI shall make in my testimony are 
not from any of these dispatches, hut from the 
dispatches that are already published by the State 
Department. I merely repeat that it seemed to 
me that the evident way to get at the exact knowl- 
edge of what was done was to find it out from the 
correspondence between the cepartment and the 
Minister. 

The Chairman—If Mr. Blaine will allow me, I 
will suggest the course which the examination has 
heretofore taken before the committee. As we 
understand the resolution of instructions from the 
House, it was to inquire in reference to any appli- 
cation that had been made to the Government for 
its friendly intervention in favor of any claims 
against the Peruvian Government; and, therefore, 
we deem it important to inquire into the inter- 
¥iews between Mr. Blaine and Mr. Shipherd. 

SHIPHERD’S PRETENTIOUS CLAIMS. 

Mr. Blaine—I am not finding fault with the com- 
mittee. I beg the Chairman to understand that I 
ask once for all that that will not be supposed. Mr. 
Shipherd came and stated to me that he was the 
representative of a very important claim against 
Peru, known as the Cochet claim; of which, at that 
time, I never had heard. I did not know its name 
and Iasked him how Cochet was spelled. Ihad 
never heard the word before in my life. He went 
on to state that it was a very important matter. 
He did not state itas belonging to the Peruvian 
Company. He said that he was its chief agent; 
that Senator Blair was one of his active counsel; 
that ex-Senator Boutwell, whose opinion he had in 
his pocket and which he offered to show me, was 
one of his active counsel; that ex-Senator Eaton, 
of Connecticut, and ex-Senator Conkling, of New- 
York, were of his counsel; that Mr. Scott Lord was 
one of his counsel; and I: think that he also men- 
tioned the name of Mr. Robertson as one of his 
eounsel. He certainly did mention the name of 
ex-Senator Cragin, of New-Hampshire. 

By Mr. Kasson—Was that at the first interview? 
A.—The very first. I thought that it was a very 
fermidable array of counsel. He stated that the 
men who stood behind the claim as owners were 
the strongest financial men in New-York. He spe- 
cified several of them by name. He specified E. 
D. Morgan, Seligman & Co., and, I think, Mr. 
August Belmont. He mentioned a dozen names 
and made a great display of strength, both as to 
the counsel for the claim and as to the ownership 
of it. I mention this en passant. I have been 
somewhat criticised for not sending Shipherd ont 
of my house on the first occasion that he 
came there; but I will say to the committee 
tbat a gentieman who comes to me in- 
troduced by a United States Senator, 
baving three United States ex-Senators for counsel, 
an ex-Secretary of the Treasury for counsel, and 
Mr. August Belmont, E. D. Morgan, and Mr. Selig- 
man for copartners, is not a man whom you 
would naturally kick out of your house at the very 
first sight of him. [Laughter.] And so I beg to be 
excused for not performing the duty which, three 
or four months afterward, I practically did on fur- 
therinformation. He went on and told me of this 
claim. He spoke of its vastness, its value, it 
strength, and its integrity. I said to him: ‘* Mr. 
Shipherd, after all you disclose of the claim (of 
which I know nothing) you make out no case for 
the intervention of this Government.” We ar- 
gued this point for some time. I said: 
*Your case comes to a_ vreductio ad ab- 
surdam. If you think that you can take a 
claim of a Peruvian citizen and secure the inter- 
vention of the United States Government by sell- 
ing a portion of it to American citizens, then you 
could go overto England and sell a portion to 
English subjects; you could go to Germany and 
sell a portion to German subjects; you could go to 
France and sell a portion to French citizens, and 
thus you could get England, Germany, France, and 
the United States all to intervene against Peru and 
probably get her to do something.” He said: 

*You do not understand this.” I told himI did 
not. He said: “ The case here is not a claim at 
all; it isproperty, What would you say if an 
American citizen owned a block of stores in 
Lima, or a great plantation or hacienda 
that he had been cultivating—owned it in 
fee—and that the attempt were made 
to dispossess him of it—would not that makea 
case for intervention?’ I said: ‘“That would alter 
the case.” If I recollect his testimony, he broaches 
a little on this pd idea, but he does not give it in 
fuli. Hesaid, “That is the case whieh I present 
to you,’ and he read to me the opinions of Mr. 
Evarts. One of them he read and one of them he 
quoted, Mr. Evarts’s opinion being as follows: 

“If Cochet was the discoverer of guano, his discov- 
ery vested in him the title to oné-third of ali the 

uano in Peru, and he may, at his opt claim one- 

hird of each heap, or ta Fig equitable one-third 

of the totaL * * * I li attempts resist Co- 
chet’s demand for his own, she does but make her- 
self imm tely and directly lable for the whole 
debt as fora tortuous detention.” 

He quoted still more strongly an opinion which 
he afterward brought to light in the letter from 
Mr. Camacho to Mr. Arizola. But instead of that 
letter being translated from Spanish into English, 
I venture to make the assertion that it was Mr. 
Shipherd’s original composition, and that it was 
translated into Spanish by Camacho. I said: “If 
this be your case, that you have an actual owner- 
ship of property in Peru, of course that would pre- 
sent a different case; but Ido notcredit it. This 
seems to me to be a claim.” He said: ‘‘ Ask fora 
report upon it. Do that forme.” Isaid: “*Aclaim 
that has such respectable counsel as you have, and 
50 strong an array of ownership as you have, I cer- 
tainly will inquire into. I have no objection to do 
that. That involves nothing, and commits the Gov- 
grpment to nothing.”’ That was on the 26th of 


MR. HURLBUT’S INSTRUCTIONS, 

A day or two afterward I called the attention of 
Mr. Trescot, who was then assisting in some mat- 
ters at the department, especially as to South 
America, to it. Wehad been before that talking 
about the- Landreau claim, with which I had been 
familiar from its.having been before Congress, and 
[ requested. Mr. Trescot to prepare a dispatch to 
Mr. Hurlbut, and to include an inquiry to him for 
a report on the status of the elaim called the 
Cochet claim. Mr. Hurlbut, who knows everything

“In reference to the Cochet claim, there has been 
no information laid before the department of a suffi- 
ciently definite character to warrant a specific in- 
struction, and in the absence of the requisite data 
ao Eon will be left totake such steps 48 May seem 
expedient in investigating the origin and charaeter of 
the claim. The primal,point at issue is, whether any 
American citizen or association of citizens has ac- 
quired an interest In the claim in a manner entitling 
him or them to the good offices of this Government in 
making any representation to Peru. As the American 
holders of the claim or their attorneys will be on the 
ground—Shipherd had said that at least two of his 
counsel would immediately proceed to Peru)—you will 
no doubt be ptaced in possession of all the facts, but 
you will take no step committing your Government to 
the use of its good offices without first reporting in 
full to the department for well-considered and definite 
instruction.” 

On the 14th of September Mr. Hurlbut replied: 

Sir: I acknowledge the receipt of your dispatch No. 
7, date August 4, 1881, in relation to certain al- 
leged claims upon the Government of Peru. As to 
the Cochet claim, this legation has nothing but vagne 
and sweeping statements, better adapted to creatin 
a commercial enterprise than to any Bm or quas 
judicial action. I have been favored with two very 
extraordinary letters and some printed matter ema- 
nating from Mr. J. R, Shipherd, to which I reply by 
this mail, asking specific statements as to the origin, 
character, and extent of the claim and the proofs in 
support of it, 


That was every word that Mr. Hurlbut said in 
oer In response to this letter, which was re- 
ceived at the department somewhere about the 
17th or 18th of October, Isaia in my dispateh of 17th 
November: 


Sir; Your No. 12, in reference to the @ochet and 
Landreau claims, indicates a prudent and discreet 
course On your part. After the instruction in 
my No. 7 in regard to the subject had been 
maijed, I became convinced that there was no 
need of even the preliminary inquiry which 
I suggested in regard to the Cochet claim. Thereis no 
just ground whatever on which this Government 
could interfere on behalf of it. In so far as there may 
be any basis for the claim at all, it originates in the 
demand of a native Peruvian against his Government. 
If American citizens purchased an interest in sucha 
claim they purchased nothing more than the original 
claimant possessed. They did not and could not pur- 
chase the good offices of this Government, and you are 
instructed not to extend thém in the case of the 
Coehet claim. 


In explanation of that I will say this: After the 
original instructions had been sent to Mr. Hurlbut, 
Mr. Trescot looked over some French documents 
to see whether there was the eo ground for 
considering the Cochet claim to be for actual prop- 
erty taken by Peru, instead of being a mere claim, 
and he found that there was no ground for the 
allegation of Shipherd about its being property in 
possession on which the alleged opinion of Mr. 
Evarts was based. I had a conversation in refer- 
ence to it with Mr, Elmore, the Peruvian Minister, 
which entirely satisfied me, and therefore I wrote 
this letter. After that I received from Mr. Hurlbut 
a further dispatch, dated 2d November, which 
crossed this dispatch ot mine, (they were en route 
at the same time,) in which he says: 

“I wrote to the department in my No. 12 my opin- 
ions upon the Cochet claim, on which Mr. Shipherd and 
his assectates rely. I have also written in reply to 
Mr. Shiphera's letters, giving him my views of his 
case so far as I know its merits. I have pointed out 
to him the utter defect of proof as to three positions, 
each vital. The whole colossal speculation rests upon 
assumptions, not evidence. Thus, first, it ts 
not true in fact that Cochet discovered either 

uano or its uses as a fertilizer. As such it 

as been known and used for hundreds of years, 
far back into the time of the Incas; second, it is not 
true that Peru ever recognized him in any such ca- 
pacity; third, it is not true in fact that his rights, 
whatever they were, descended io his illegitimate 
son, under whom these parties claim, or, at any event, 
that any record of legitimation has thus far been pro- 
duced, I presented these defects to Mr. Shipherd, 
who does not like my criticism, and writes to me 
* * * that hecan get on quite well without me, as 
he has the whole Government and all their friends on 
his side and sated to his scheme. Iam very glad to 
be relieved, for he has overwhelmed me with volu- 
minous matter, 80 strangely written and with such 
singular assumptions, that I am inclined to doubt 
his sanity or bis truthfulness.” 

That letter was received about the Ist of Decem- 
ber or in the very last days ef November. In an- 
swer to it I wrote to Mr. Hurlbut on Dec. 5: 

Sm: Your No. 25 of the 2d ult. in relation to the 
Cochet claim has been lately received. I have pleas- 
ure in expressing my appreciation of your course, as 
detailed therein, with regard to Mr. Shipherd’s 
advocacy of that claim, and especially your ac- 
tion in sending hitherto the correspondece in 
the case. the inclosed copy of a_ letter 
which I have addressed to Mr, Shipherd 
shows that I entertain a no less decided opinion than 
you have held as to the indecency and dishonor of his 
attempts to influence diplomatic consideration of this 
claim. Perhaps I should mitigate somewhat the se- 
verity of my language in view of the possible fact, 
pertinently suggested by you, that Mr. Shipketd is not 
wholly in his right mind.” 


That was the entire correspondence touching the 
Cochet claim. 

By Mr. Belmont—Was there not a dispatch of 
Noy. 19 touching the Cochet elaim? A.—No, Sir, 
not one word touching the Cochet claim 
or about our intervention: not a _ word, 
not a syllable. That closed the whole corres- 
pondence touching the Cochet claim as 
a claim for intervention by our Government. 
I have read everything that there was about it. 
What Mr. Belmont alludes to, I presume, I have 
right here in my hand. I had not received on the 
17th of November Mr. Hurlbut’s letter of Noy. 2, 
On the 19th of November, after I had written my 
letter of the 17th to Mr. Hurlbut and instructed 
him not to use his good offices for the Cochet claim, 
the Peruvian Company still survived with all its 
ownership in the claim as a Peruvian claim uncon- 
tradicted, with all its counsel in‘full blast, and all 
its stockholders, so far as I knew, still interested. 
As to the prosecution of the Cochet claim, which 
was a Peruvian claim, Mr. Shipherd had seen me 
and stated that Senator Eaton and ex-Senator 
Conkling were about to proeeed to Peru. He told 
me that on the 3d or on the 5th of November. 
I believe that he testified here to the fact that two 
ex-Senators were to goto Peru, I had instructed 
Mr. Hurlbut that he must not intervene in behalf 
of the Cochet claim. After that I wrote to him in 
a letter instructing him not to touch the Crédit In- 
dustriel, and I stated: 

“Thave another word of caution to give you (this, 
ithink, is what Mr, Belmont refers to.) I presume 
that you will be asked by the agentsor officers of the 
Peruvian Company of New-York to lend your infiu- 
ence, as United States Minigter,to promote its Inter- 
ests. It would, of course, present to you the claim of 
an American organization composed of reputable 
citizens and entitled to your good _ offices 
where they may, with propriety, be extended. 
Bat you will specially avoid any advocacy 
of the claims of that’ or any other company 
or individual in the pursuit of personal ends or busl- 
ness enterprises. Toa Minister of your experience I 
need not point out the proper distinction between 
diplomatic good offices and personal advocacy. To 
extend all ag ved protection to American citizens and 
to secure for them in any interests they may have a 
respectful hearing before the tribunals of the 
country to which you are accredited, 
erally to aid them with information and ad- 
vice, are among the imperative and grateful 
duties of a Minister—duties which increase his useful- 
ness and add to his respect and duties which | have 
no doubt you will faithfully perform. To go beyond 
and assume the tone of advocacy with its inevitable 
inference of personal interest and its possible suspl- 
cion of improper interest, will at once impair, if it 
does not utterly destroy, the acceptability and effi- 
ciency of a diplomatic representative.” 

That was written on the intimation that two at- 
torneys were to appear in the persons of eminent 
ex-Senators, who, Mr. Shipherd assured me, were 
immediately to start for Peru to represent this 
claim, and because the United States could not 
make any intervention whatever in relation to the 
Cochet claim as one in which they could properly 
intervene. At the same time, they instructed their 
Minister. through the State Department, that if 
gentlemen representing this claim eame there they 
were entitled to the good offices of the Minister so 
far as to get for them a respectful hearing before 
the judicial tribunals of Peru. That would be 
given to any gentleman of character and worthy of 
consideration. If any gentleman of known standing 
comes to the State Department and says that he 
has an important matter of great interest in Den- 
mark, or Sweden, or Peru, or Chill, or anywhere 
else, and asks to get a letter to the United States 
Minister asking him to kindly use his good offices 
in introducing and recommending him, it is always 

ven. After I wrote the letter of Nov. 17 I sent 

y the same mail (they went in the same bag) this 
further instruction to Minister Hurlbut, and that I 
presume.is what Mr. Belmont refers to. 

Mr. Belmont—Yes. 

Mr. Blaine—Now that is the whole of the Cochet 
claim in regard to correspondence with the State 
Department, and it is out of that little bit that the 
great fire has been kindled. 


THE ALLEGED BRIBERY OF HURLBUT. 

In looking over a good deal of Mr. Shipherd’s 
testimony, which the Chairman kindly directed 
should be sent to me, and which I read from day 
to day and took notes of, there was one thing which 
I specially and particularly desired to correot. 
Indeed this was the only thing which seemed to 
be of a character which at my hands required spe- 
cific notice. That was, that after I wrote him 
the letter which I did, striking his name from the 
list of attorneys at the State Department and 


stating to him that I had submitted the mat- 
ter to the President and that, but for 
certain considerations, I would send his name to 
the District Attorney to commence prosecution, he 
comes before the committee and swears, (I think 
in several places,) that he told me at the very first 
interview, that he had written his bribery letter to 
Mr. Hurlbut, and that I was aware of the fact from 
the first. Now, Mr. Chairman, if there were not 
any evidence on the subject, it would be a very re- 
markable statement that 2 man should come to the 
American Secretary of State, introduced by a Sen- 
ator of the United States, and should deliberately 
tell him that he had offered a bribe of $250,000 of 
stock to a Minister Plenipotentiary ina foreign 
country. That ought not to require a great deal of 
evidence in rebuttal. But he goes further than that. 
He swears that he told all his counsel the same 
thing. I read from his testimony:

I have never known 
Mr. Shipherd peamenesy « and have no recollection or 
impression of having ever heard of him or the Cochet 
claim except through the public prints, and there 
only auring the last few months. I sailed for Europe 
for the purpose of attending the International Mone- 
tary Conference in Paris as one of the delegates of our 
Government on the Sth of April, last year, and 
landed on my return from that errand on the 
5th of September last. Since my return I 
have learned that, during my absence, Mr. Shipherd 
laid printed papers, relating to the so-called Peruvian 
Company, before the law firm of Evarts, Southmayd 
& Choate, desiring them to act as counsel for thatcom- 
pany. This they declined to do, and no person in any 
way connected with me has otherwise had to do wit 
Mr. Shipherd, the Peruvian Company, or the Cochet 
claim as far as lEnowor have ever heard, Iam, my 
dear Sir, yours very truly, WILLIAM M. EVARTS. 

Mr. Shipherd quoted these alleged opens of 
Mr. Evarts without any qualification in his letters 
several times. I was desirous, in the pursult of 
Mr. Shipherd’s character as a truth-teller, to make 
sundry and divers other inquiries, and I wrote the 
following letter to Mr, Elmore:

Mr. Chairman, these are direct and explicit dis- 
proofs of matters which Mr. Shipherd has sworn to 
in this room. If there is any strength in the Stat 
utes, and if the same inspiration of mercy is not 
present to shield him which the President agreed in 
December last should shield him, he ought to be 
sent to the Grand Jury. He has committed flat, 
absolute, unqualified perjury. 

The Chairman—In leaving the subject matter of 
your interview with Mr. Shipherd, I have not no- 


ticed that you supplemented it by your own state- 
ment as to the letter of June 2. 

Mr. Blaine, (very emphatically)—Oh, it was an ab- 
solute, whole-cloth, detestable lie. [Laughter. | 

The Chairman—That covers the whole ground. 
(Continued laugbter.} 

Mr. Blaine—If not, I will add a few words more. 
It did seem to me that this man was really out of 
his mind. I do nct think, indeed, that Shiphera 
can be accounted a man of sound ane. I do fiot 
now regard him as a man of sound mind. If I did, 
LTshould regard him as an extremely wicked man. 
The ideathat a man,in his very firat interview 
with the Secretary of State, with a United States 
Senator for his next friend introducing him, and 
with a number of iliustrious gentlemen as his coun- 
sel, with prominent bankers and business men as 
his business assiciates, should tell the Secretary 
that he had smoothed the way for the interposition 
of the Government by offering a bribe to the Minis- 
er who would carry it out—I think that that- 
ought scarcely to require denial. There is a mat- 
ter, however, concerning which I desire to detain 
the committee a moment, and I do it from a sense 
°o ae to the President who is dead. Mr. Hurl- 
but came to this city on the 19th day of May last. 
J think he was nominated on that d 
next day (the day that he was con 
left, returned on the 24th, and left again 
on the 25th, which was Saturday. He was 
in New-York on Sunday and Monday, and the in- 
terview which Mr. Shipherd details at great length 
took place on the 80th day or May—the inter- 
view at which he swears Gen, Hurlbut re- 
hearsed to him in great detail what the Presi- 
dent nad instructed him to tell him. To be- 
gin with, he says that he addressed to Gen. 
Hurlbut on the 26th of May a letter stating 
that he had sent tothe President a full set of pa- 

ers connected with his scheme, and that he would 
ike an early personal interview with Mr. Hurlbut. 
To that he says he received a telegram dated on 
the 25th of May, from Mr. Hurlbut, saying that he 
would be at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel on Sun- 
day or Monday. He says that he went to 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel on Monday; that 
he recognized Mr. Hurlbut instantly, and that 
Mr. Hurlbut called him by name, recollecting him 
also; that he invited him to some convenient sofa, 
and that, belng seated, he opened the conversation 
with this remark: “But, Mr. Snipherd, your 
figures are enormous.” He then goes on to 
say that Mr. Hurlbut stated that he had 
been sent to tell him that the President 
regarded his case, as made out in the printed 
‘papers, as being as strong a case both in law and 
equity as a case could well be made; that the first 
difficulty in the way was the unfortunate condition 
of Peru; that the President went on to say that the 
claim should be put in such form that the owners 
should ultimately realize what was just, without 
imposing hardship upon Peru; that it might be 
made the means of enabling Peru to pay her war 
indemnity to Chill, and to get out from under the 
heel of Chili; that in such case tne claim should be 
turned over to a company, &c.; and that on these 
conditions the hearty support of the United States 
Government could be relied upon. All this, said 
Mr. Blaine,is from the President of the United States 
according to Shipherd’s oath. Now, Mr. Chairman, 
of course, when the two principal persons are in their

that the President never said one word of this, but 
that the letter which Shipherd says he wrote to 
Gen.. Hurlbut never was written. The whole state- 
ment I believe to be false from beginning to end. 
And I will give you my reasons. In this letter 
(Gen. Hurlbut being in Washington) Shipherd pays: 
“Yesterday I sent to the Secretary of State a ’ 
plicate set for your own use.” It is hardly eon- 
ceivable that with that letter in his hands Gen. 
Hurlbut would not call at the State Department 
for the matter referred to. I know that the sub- 
ject never passed the lips of Gen, Hurlbut to 
me, nor from me to him, for at that time I 
never had heard of the subject. There were only 
two places at which he could have applied for those 
papers. Any newly appointed Minister, not familiar 
with the State Department, would come directly to 
the Secretary; but a person, who had been in the 
serviee, as Gen. Hurlbut had been, would go to the 
Chief Clerk, without bothering tha Secretary. [I 
therefore went to the Chief Clerk last Saturday—a 
man of unusual accuracy and of retentive memory 
—and I asked him if he had any recollection what- 
ever of Gen. Hurlbut applying to him or to the de- 
partment for these papers. Mr. Brown, in reply to 
my inquiry, sent me the following note: 
WASHINGTON, D, C., April 22, 1882.

DeaR Sirk: In answer to your verbal inquiry of to- 
day, I beg to state that when Gen, Huribut was in this 
city waiting for his commission and instructions as 
Minister to Peru 1 have no recollection of his ever 
asking for any documents alleged to have been left 
for him at the department by Mtr.

Mr. Hurlbut was undoubtedly in New-York on 
the 80th of May, foramong the arrivals as pub- 
lished his name is conspicuous at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel. That was just enough for Mr. Shipherd. 
He evidently went there, met bim in the hall, and, 
as he says, they sat down upon a convenient sofa. 
That would be an extraordinary way to conduct 
an interview that was prefaced by a formal letter 
to Washingtom They sat upon the sofa, and there 
the President’s whole scheme is narrated at great 
length, because upon the syllabus of the conversa- 
tion as given by Mr. ng remy the conversation 
must have occupied two hours. Mr. Hurlbut left 
New-York, and he was followed by a sixteen-page 
letter from Mr. Shipherd, in which Shipherd does 
not pretend to narrate any conversation in regard 
to the President, and Mr. Shipherd received from 
Gen. Hurlbut this reply from Belvidere on June 6: 

“Tam in receipt of your favor of June 2. I think I 
understand the case of your clients. You must, how- 
ever, be aware that the decision of an affair so grave 
and involving such enormous goesthines does not 
belong tome. Whatsoever ry e the solution of the 
matter, it must come from the President. My duty is 
to carry out such instructions as I receive.” 


Now, on the previous Monday, Gen. Hurlbut (ac- 
cording to Shipherd’s story) had related to him at 
great length full details of what the President had 
sent him to New-York to tell him. There is not 
one solitary reference to it in this brief, terse note 
from Belvidere—not a solitary reference toit. He 
wrote nothing except that which a prudent Minis- 
ter would write. He simply says: ‘* This is a mat- 
ter which I have nothing to do with. I must 
obey instructions.”” Gen. Hurlbut wrote him an- 
other note from Belvidere a week later, saying: 

“You must be aware of the fact that I can take no 
cognizance of your case, unless it be referred to me 
from the Department of State. Whatever action, 
therefore, you propose to have taken by the United 
States must be decided at Washington.” 


But Mr. Shipherd swore here that it had been 
decided, and that Gen. Hurlbut had been sent to 
New-York by the President of the United States to 
give him this long narrative as to the mode of pro- 
ceeding. Mr. Chairman, as I remarked before, I 
cannot establish the truth of a negative, but .m 
solemn belief is that the President of the Unite 
States died without ever having heard of the Peru- 
vian Company or of the Cochet claim, or of Mr. 
Shipherd’s name in connection with it. I was with 
the President of the United States every day from 
his inauguration till the day he was shot, with the 
exception of the days that ho spent at Elberon 
with his sick wife. Our intimacy was not a common 
one. I do not speak of it boastingly. It is neces- 
sary to speak of it here to vindicate his name from 
being mixed up with this dirty job. I was with 
him every day. My relations were not simply offi- 
cial. And it seems to me that from my connection 
with him as a member of his Cabinet the idea that 
he would prescribe an_ entire scheme of 
this sort for an unknown nondescript 
like Shipherd without speaking to his Secre- 
tary of State about it can only be 
the product of lying and perju The face of the 
facts disprove it. Falsehood with him is an em- 
ployment, and perjury isa pastime. Heis not re- 
sponsible for what he savs. There was nothing in 
all this Seonony that struck my feelingsas did 
that attempt to drag down the name of a great 
man, who has gone into the dirty puddle that this 
man Shipherd was trying to stir up for?pelf and 
plunder. 

THE LANDREAU CLAIM, 


There was one other subject on which I had con- 
versation with the President, and with which the 
President was familiar from his service in the 
House, as I was familiar with it from my service in 
the Senate. That brings me to the Landrau 
claim, with which Mr. Shipherd has nothing what- 


ever todo. He had no more right to speak for the 
Landreau claim than he bad forthe house of Au- 
gust Belmont & Co. His assumption was no great- 
er in one case thanin the other. I have here a 
letter from the attorney for the Landreau claim, 
which I will read: 
No, 1,420 NEW-YORK-AVENUrY, ? 

WASHINGTON, D. C,, April 19, 1882. § 
The Hon. James G. Blaine: 

Dear Ste: In reply to your verbal inquiry touching 
my relation to the claimof John C. Landreau, in re- 
spect to his claim against the Government of Peru, 
permit me to say that it appears from my book of ac- 
counts [ was employed in his behalf as an attor- 
ney-at-law on the 27th day of April, 1878. 
This employment has continued uninterruptedly 
ever since. From the time of my employmentto the 

resent I can say, with the confidence based upon full 
Enowledse of the subject, that the Peruvian Com- 
pany, s0 called, has acquired no interestin nor right of 
control over this claim; that neither Jacob R. Ship- 
herd nor any other officer of said Peruvian Company 
had any right whatever to represent this claim be- 
fore the Government of the United States, nor before 
any officer or department thereof. I have the honor 
tobe. Yours. &c, KOBERT CHRISTY, 


Mr. Christy is a well-known attorney ot this city, 
and was the attorney for John C. Landreau. When 
Itold Shipherd that John C. Landreau was the 
United States Consul at Santiago de Cuba he did 
not know the fact. He did not know that the man 
was living. When he came to speak of the Lan- 
dreau claim I said: ‘*I am familiar with that. The 
American representative of it is an officer of the 
State Department.” It was evidently a piece of 
intelligenee to Shipherd. I want to separate these 
two claims entirely. There is not the re- 
motest connection between them. President 
Garfield was a member of the House 
of Representatives when (just before his nomina- 
tion to the Presidency) a resolution was reported 
from the Committee on Foreign Affairs, and adopt- 
ed unanimously by the House to transmit the pe- 
tition of John ©. Landreau and the accompanying 
papers to the Eaecutive Department, with the re- 
quest that the President take such steps as wonld 
be proper and in accordance with international 
law to secure a final settlement and adjustment of 
the claim against the Government of Peru. That 
went to the Senate, and the Senate committee 
cousidered it (a very proper conclusion) an execu- 
tive matter, not to be interfered with by Con- 
gress. But the report of the committee in 
the House was unanimous, and the vote of 
the House was unanimous. That claim had 
been two or three times commended by Mr. Sec- 
retary Fish to the Minister of the United States in 
South America. It had been reported upon by Mr. 
Eyarts. It had been approved after an elaborate 
examination by the law officer of the State Depart- 
ment. it had the unanimous vote of the House of 
Representatives. I undertake to say that in the 
history of claims in the United States there has not 
been any claim in the State Department sostrongly 
backed and indorsed by precedent and by poweras 
that was. Now let ussee what we did about the 
Landreau claim. In my dispatch to Mr. Hurlbut of 
Aug. 4, 1881, I say: 

“In regard to the Landreau claim, I see no reason to 
dtffer from the conclusion to which my predecessors 
seem to have arrived. John 0. Landreau was an 
American ottizen, apparently entitled, under a lawful 
contraet, to reasonable compensation for important 
services to the Peruvian Government. In conformity 
with the established practice of our Government, 
while you cannot in such case make an offi- 
clal demand for the settlement of this 
claim, ie will employ your good offices to procure fits 
prompt and just consideration. You will have ob- 
served that in the contract made by the Peruvian 
Government with Landreau and his brother it is ex- 

ressly stipulated that any questions arising under 
ts provisions should be submitted to the judicial 
tribunal of Peru, and that in no case shall diplo- 
matic intervention be asked. You will also no- 
tice that the Supreme Court of Peru, sustain- 
ing a decision of the court below, has ruled that it had 
no jurisdiction or this contract, thus leaving Lan- 
dreau in a position in which he can neither appeal to 
his own Government nor obtain a judgment from the 
tripunals to which by the contract he was authorized 
to apply. While this Government will not, as at pres- 
ent informed, undertake to construe the contract or 
to decide upon the extent of the compensation duo 
Landreau, you are instructed to call the attention of 
the Peruvian Government to this injustice, and say 
that the Government of the United States will expect 
some adequate and proper means to be provided by 
which Landreau can obtaina judicial decision upon 
his rights. If the constitution of the Peruvian 
courts or he interpretation of the law by 
Peruvian Judges deprives Landreau of the justice 
which the contract itself guaranteed him, then, in the 
opinion of this Government, Peru is boundin duty 
and in honey to doone of three things, viz.: Supply 
an impartial tribunal, extend the jurisdiction of the 
present court, or submit the case of Landreau to ar- 
bitration. I desire also to call your attention to the 
fact that in the anticipated treaty which {is to adjust 
the relations of Chiliand Peru the latter may possibly 
be compelled to submit to the loss of territory. If the 
territory to be surrendered should include the guano 
deposits which were discovered by Landreau, and for 
the discovery of which Peru contracted to pay him 
aroyalty upon the tonnage removed, then the Peru- 
vian Government should inthe treaty stipulate with 
Chilifor the preservation and payment to Landreau 
of the amount due under his contract. Of transfer 
be made to Chili, it should be understood that this 
claim of an American citizen, if ny adjudicated in 
his favor, shall be treated as aproper lien on the prop- 
erty to wh ch it attaches, and that Chili aceepts the 
cession with that condition annexed. As it may be 
presumed that you will be fully Informed as to the 

rogressof the negotiations between Chill and Peru 

or a treaty of peace, you will make such effort as you 
judiciously can to secure to Landreau a fair settle- 
ment of his claim. You will take special care to notify 
both the Chilian and Pe ruvi:; authorities of the 
character and status of the claim, in order that ne 
definitive treaty of peace shall be made in disregard to 
the right which Landreau may be found to possess.”’ 


To that Mr. Hurlbut replied in his dispatch of 
Sept. 14: ; ; 


‘In the Landreau case the proofs are sufficient, and 
the condition in which the Peruvian Government has 
left the Sona piai nant forms a jose ground for a de- 
cided appeal to their sense of justice. I shall follow 
the direction in your dispatch, and itnterpose on be- 
half of this and all other American claims if an 
negotiation takes place between Peru and Cuili whic 
involves the loss of territory. I shall take § ial care 
that this claim, and the attitude of the United States 
in respect to it, be officially made known tothe proper 
authorities of both Governments.” 


On the 17th of November I wrote to Mr. Huribut: 
“Your proposed course in regard tojthe Landreau 
claim is approved, but that claim must not of course 
pe pres e a one penee eat yore ioe . em- 
eru in the hour of her grea our 
previous instruction to nse yous enod in pro- 


pea ng an adjudication of the Landreau claim was 
made in view of the possible fact—of which there was 
wide rumor—that numerous French and English 
claima were be presented, in which event I was 
anxious that the resources of «Peru 5s la not be ex- 
hausted in the settiement of other claims to the preju- 
dice and detriment of one belonging to an American 
citizen. You wilt still be guided by the spirit and in- 
tent of that instruction.” 
A CONTEST WITH MR. BELMONT. 

That is all that I wrote to Mr. Hurlbut about the 
Landreau claim, I was very much. struck with a 
sentence in the printed report of the testimony, 
(page 1389,) where Mr. Belmont, a member of this 
committee, stated as prefatory to a question, as 
follows: 

“On the 16th of December, Mr. Blaine wrote his last 
dispatch to South America, in which he says, in effect, 
that there shall be no treaty of peace without a recog- 
nition of the Landreau claim—’ 

Mr. Belmont, (interrupting)—I suppose that all 
questions in regard to my examination will come 
up more properly when I have aright to question 


you. 

Mr. Blaine—Yes. 

Mr. Belmont—And I do not care to enter into a 
discussion at present. 

Mr. Blaine—I was proceeding to comment upon 
it. A member of this committee is pleased to con- 
strue what I said in this way, (again quoting from 
Mr. Belmont’s question.) Whatl said was as fol- 
lows, in a dispatcn to Mr. Trescot, of Dec. 16,1851: 

“‘While disabusing the mind of the Chilian Govern- 
ment of any impression that the United States medi- 
tates Intervention on behalf of private claims beyond 
the use of its good offices, you will say that justice 
seems to demand that Landreau should have an op- 
portunity to be heard in support of his claim before a 
tribunal in Peru competent to decide it, and that, if 
decided in his favor, a sreely of peace which might 
cede territory to Chili should not be made in disre- 
gard of any rights which Mr, Landreau may be found, 
after an impartial — investigation, to possess. 
¥urther than this the Department of State has not felt 
authorized to go,and I must express the hope that 
the Governments of Peru and Chili, to both of which 
you are accredited, will recognize the moderation and 
justice of the request made by this Government.” 

And Mr. Belmont translates that into a declara- 
tion by me that no treaty of peace shall be made 
unless the Landreau claim is provided for. That is 
the freest translation of plain language that I have 
ever read. 

Mr. Belmont—aAs I stated before, I prefer not to 
enter into a discussion now. 

Mr. Blaine—I am not here for discussion. 
here for examination. 

Mr. Belmont-—But you say it is a free translation. 

Mr. Blaine—You simply put words in my mouth 
there which I never uttered. 

Mr. Belmont—I do not think anything of the kind. 

Mr. Blaine—Then you are incorrectly reported. 

Mr. Belmont—I think that I am correctly re- 
ported; but I think it preferable to wait until my 
turn for examination comes and then I will explain 
what I mean. 

Mr. Blaine—I only maintained that you were 
quoting language that I never used. 

Mr. Belmont—It is not necessary to say so at 
present. I will say what I mean when the time 
comes. 

Mr. Blaine—On page 122 of the testimony Mr. Bel- 
mont ory quotes me as saying in my dispatch of 
Aug. 4 that ‘no treaty of peace between Chiliand 
Peru shall be made unless there is a recognition of 
Landreau’s claim as a prior lien upon any et 
which Peru might be required to cede to Cnili.”’ 
am at alossto find any such language in my own 
dispatch. I merely notify Mr. Belmont so that he 
can at the proper time show where it exists. 

Mr. Belmont—Certainly. As there were no 
courts in Peru at that time, I considered that the 
claim could not be adjudicated; but of course all 
these questions will come up later. 

Mr. Blaine—Yes. All that I objected to was that 
you put in quotation marks and attributed to me 
language which I never used. 

Mr. Belmont—So far as quotation marks go, that 
is a mistake. 

Mr. Blaine—Then you do not attribute, that lan- 
guage to me? 

Mr. Belmont—I say that the quotation marks are 
probably a mistake. 

Mr. Blaine—Do you mean still to say that you 
attribute that language to me as being used by me 
or as being quotable from my dispatch? 

Mr. Belmont--I mean this— 

Mr. Blaine, (interrupting)—I don’t care to know 
what you mean. I want to know whether you at- 
tribute to me the language which is put in quota- 
tion marks as included in my dispatch? 

Mr. Belmont—I have already told you I did not 
put these words in quotation marks. é 

Mr. Blaine—Of course, you did not set up the 
type. You need not explain that tome. But they 
are printed in quotation marks, and, of course, 
they were set according to copy. Did you see the 
proof? 

Mr. Belmont—I did not. 

Mr. Blaine—Have you ever read it since it was 
reported ? 

Mr. Belmont—If I have at all, it has been very 
carelessly. 

Mr. Blaine—I should think so, if you attribute to 
me language that I never used. 

Mr. Belmont—lI do not think it necessary to con- 
tinue in this line. I shall not attempt to make any 
aaswer to Mr. Blaine’s implications further than 
this. The report of my examination is apparent! 
correct. The quotation marks I am not pratense f 
ble for. The meaning of my question I am respon- 
sible for. What I mean to say in it is this: That 
according to Mr. Blaine’s dispatch of June 15: there 
are no courts in Peru; that the country is ina 
state of dissolution; and, therefore, unless this 
claim is first adjudicated there shall be no treaty 
of peace. 

Mr. Blaine—No, Sir; there is nothing like that in 
the dispatch, and nothing that can be distorted into 
it. Please do notread from your notes, but from 
my dispatch, which I will furnish to you. I beg 
you to show me anything of that kind in it, or any 
shadow of it, or any resemblance to it, er anythiag 
that can be distorted into it. 

Mr. Belmont—I was taking the two dispatches as 
a whole, and, therefore, I said that I think it much 
preferable, both for the witness and for each ex- 
aminer, to wait until certam questions come up, 
and then I shall be willing to enter into their dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Blaine—I wrote to Mr. Trescot to disabuse 
the mind of the Chilian Government of any im- 
pression that the United States meditated an inter- 
vention beyond the use of its good offices, and Mr. 
Belmont says that on the 16th of December Mr. 
Blaine wrote his last dispatch to South Ameriea, in 
which he says in effect that there shall be no treaty 
= pends without the recognition of the Landreau 
claim. 

Mr. Belmont—I say *‘in effect;’’ I say so still. I 
hold that my inference is a correct one. 

The further examination of Mr. Blaine was post- 
poned until 10 o’clock on Wednesday.

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 
OF THE DECISIONS RENDERED 
YESTERDAY. 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—The following bus- 
iness was transacted in the Supreme Court of the 
United States to-day: 

In the case of the United States. plaintiff, against 
Selah C. Caril, a case which involves the 
sufficiency and validity of a certain indietment 
founded on section 5,431 of the Revised Statutes, 
the judgment of this court is substantially 
as follows: An indictment on section 5,481 
of the Revised Statutes, alleging,} in the 
words of the statute, that the defendant feloniously 
and with intent to defraud aperson named did 
pass, utter, and publish a falsely made, ferged, 
counterfeited, and altered obligation of the United 
States of a tenor set forth, but not further alleging 


that the defendant knew it to he false, forged, 
counterfeited, and altered, is insufficient even after 
verdict. Questions of court below answered, 
fueterors, in the negative. Opinion by Justice 
Gray. 

No. 264—-The City of Louisiana, Mo., plaintiff in 
error, vs. Elizabeth W. Taylor.—In error to the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States for the Eastern 
District of Missouri.—-This was a suit brought by 
the defendant in errer upon certain bonds issued 
by the city of Louisiana as a subscription to the 
capital stock of the Louisiana and Missouri River 
Railroad Company, The ceurt holds that the bonds 
were legally issued and are valid obligations of the 
municipality. Judgment affirmed. Opinion by Jus- 
tice Matthews. 

No. 271—Austin Corbin, appeliani, vs. the County 
of Blackhawk, Jowa.— Appeal from the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the District 
of lowa—The court is of the opinion that the 
Circuit Court below had no _ jurisdiction of 
this suit, and its.deeree is therefore affirmed, with 
the modification ‘that the dismissal of the bill is 
without prejudice to the right of the plaintiff to 
bring any suit in the proper eourt. Opinion by 
Justice Blatchford. 

No. %4—Julia P. Warren, Execuirix, plaintiff in 
error, vs. Joseph M, Stoddart.—In error to the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the Northern District 
of Illinois.—This was asuit brought by J. M.Stoddart 
& Co., the publishers of the American reprint of the 
“*Enecyclopwdia Britannica,” against their Western 
agent, Moses Warren, to recover the sum Of $2,976, 
for volumes furnished him to supply subscribers. 
Warren set up a counter claim of $20,000, based on 
analleged breach ef contract by Stoddart & Co. 
This court holds that Warren had no just claim 
against Stoddart & Co. which he could set off 
against their claim of $2,976, and that the latter 
must therefore be paid. Judgment affirmed. Opin- 
ion by Justice Woods. 

No. 218—st. anna’s Asylum, plaintiff in error, vs. 
The Orty of New-Urieans.--In error te the Supreme 
Court of Louisiana.—The controversy in this case 
relates to a tax which the city levied upon the 
property of the asylum under authority of the Con- 
stitution of 1868 and of laws passed in pursuance 
thereof.

GUITEAU’S BILL OF EXCEPTIONS. 
WASHINGTON, April 24.—Judges Cartter, 
Cox, and James, constituting the Supreme Court 
in banc of the District of Columbia, met this morn- 
ing, being the first meeting of the court for the 
April term. District Attorney Corkhill stated that 


the bill of exceptions in the Guiteau case had been 
signed and filed this morning, and he would ask the 
court to fix an early date for hearing argument 
and deciding thereon. Mr. Charles Reed, as coun- 
sel for Guiteau, said he found himself in an em- 
barrassing position. He had enly known within a 
short time that he would be called upon to take 
charge of this case. It was one of the most 
important of criminal cases, and he would 
like further time to prepare his argument. 
He therefore asked that the hearing be set for 
three weeks from this day. Judge Carttersaid the 
court had seen a letter from Mr. Scoville announc- 
ing his withdrawal from the case. The court did 
not propose to have this case tried by the news- 
papers in advance, and all of the letter would not 
be made public. Two weeks, the court believed 
would give ample time for preparation. Mr. Reed 
endeavored to have the time allowed date from 
Wednesday next, but the court said it would be 
better to begin the week with the case, and the 
hearing was accordingly set for Monday, May 8. 
Mr. Davidge asked that the order be made peremp- 
tory, but the court declined to do this, and said 
other cases might give wayif necessary without 
this formality. The court then adjourned.

The executive session of thea Senate to-day was 
devoted to the consideration of the nomination of 
Mr. J. N. Cooper to be Collector of Internal Revenue 
for the Sixth District of North Carolina.

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TENANTS OF THE SEVENTEENTH WARD AP- 
PRALING TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


A mass-meeting of the tenants of the Sev- 
euteenth Ward was held last evening at No. 331 
East Tenth-street to protest. against the continued 
increase of rentsin the City. A precession filed 
into the hall and was headed by aman with a 
transparency, one side of which bore the words, 


“Seventeenth Ward Tenants’ League,” and 
the other, ‘‘Down with Unjust Landlords.” An 
announcement was made that this meeting 
was a preliminary one to an anti-high-rent mass- 
meeting that will be held in the Cooper Institute 
about the 1st of May. The Secretary of the league, 
in offering resolutions, said he had left Ireland on 
account of the tyrannical landlord system there, 
but he found that in New-York matters regarding 
rents and the relations between landlord and 
tenant were no better. The resolutions were then 
unanimously adopted. They stated that the ten- 
ants and tax-payers of the Seventeenth Ward 
protested against the raising of rents by the 
landlords without cause, and called upon 
the Legislature to repeal the law which 
authorizes a landlord to dispossess a tenant with- 
out due notice, and to appoint a State commission 
that should regulate the rates of rent in New-York. 
Speeches were delivered by Leander Thompson 
and others against the rapacity of landlords and 
the pitiaple plight in which workmen are placed. 
Of all monopolies in this State it was asserted that 
real estate monopoly was the greatest. Man- 
hattan Island was originally, purchased for 
$25. The increase of population had stead- 
jiy inereased the value of the land 
until now it was valued at $2,000,000,000. 
All this enhanced value was due to the presence of 
the working men and;the improvements they had 
made, It was they who paid the rents out of 
which were paid the $80,000,000 of ‘taxes annually. 
Within the past 18 years values of real estate had 
increased 300 per cent., but of what benefit was 
that to the working man? Had his wages inereased 
in proportion? No; on the contrary, they were, in 
many instances, lower. He had now to pay often 
one-third and more of his wages to the landlord 
for rent, and yet that,tyrant still cried out for more. 
Besides being an almost insupportable burden to 
working men, high rents were equally so to the 
merchant and small tradesman. Rents of stores 
have been raised to such outrageously high rates 
that the business man often saw most of his profits 
going into the coffers of the landiord, while he 
nimself could barely keep his own head above 
water. The working?men paid exorbitant rents 
and had miserable dwellings to live in, while the 
Astors and other landlords who plundered them 
lived in palaces; nay, the stables of their horses 
were palaces in comparison with working men’s 
homes. A coramittee ought, he said, to be ap- 
pointed at a general mass-meeting to lay the 
grievenses of the working men before the Legisla- 
ure, : 
A DISABLED STEAMN-SHIP. 

The steam-ship C, W. Lord, bound from 
Boston for Savannah, was towed inside Sandy 
Hook yesterday morning, with her machinery dis- 
abled. Capt. Blankinship reports that he sailed 


last Thursday afternoon and met with favorable 
weather. All went well until 9:30 Saturday morn- 
ing, when the steamer was 60 miles north-east of 
the Five-fathom Light-ship, when the crank-pin 
strap suddenly broke. This completely disabled 
the machinery. All sail was set, and Capt. Blankin- 
ship endeavored to work the vessel in toward the 
shore. But the wind, which was variable, came 
from off the shore, and little progress could be 
made. Thesteamer kept under sail until 10 o’clock 
Sunday morning, when a steam-ship bound east 
was sighted. A signal of distress was hoisted, and 
the stranger, which proved to be the Allegheny, 
bound from Baltimore for Providence, approached. 
Her Captain expressed his willingness to tow the 
Cc. W. Lord into port. A hawser was passed be- 
tween the two vessels and the Allegheny soon 
started up her engines. After towing the disabled 
vessel inside Sandy Hook the Allegheny resumed 
her voyage. The C. W. Lord will probably dis- 
charge her cargo and have her machinery repaired 
here. The amount of salvage to be paid has not 
yet been decided upon.

CHARGED WITH FALSE PRETENSES. 

Andrew V. 8. Smith was arrested py Deputy- 
Sheriff McGonigle yesterday on two suits brought 
against him four years ago. One of the suits was 
brought by Mrs. Lydia F. Meek®r who resides in 


New-Jersey. She says she became acquainted with 
Smith several years ago. Upon his representations 
she intrusted to him at various times $15,000 for in- 
vestment. He gave her representative a_trust- 
deed on some property in Washington, which he 
declared was free from all incumbrance. Mrs. 
Meeker subsequently ascertained that the property 
was mortgaged for $23,000, and that that sum 
represented the full value of the property. About 
the same time a suit was brought against 
Smith, by the Stephens Patent Vise Company, of 
thisCity. The company alleged that Smith had 
been in their employ and in that capacity he ob- 
tained a number of yises which he disposed of to 
the United States Government. Smith toid his 
employers that he was unable to obtain the 
amonnt of the bill from the Government at the 
time owing to the lack of appropriations.

Mr. Foicer does not approve of the bill 
fecently passed by the House permitting dis- 
tilled spirits to remain in bond indefinitely 
without the payment of tax. His objec- 
tions are: The bill gives power to accumu- 
late in unlimited quantities one of the great 
staples of the country; it proposes insuf- 
ficent security for the final payment of 
the tax; it renders uncertain the national 
revenue upon distilied spirits, and enables 
private citizens to suspend collection of an 
important tax for an indefinite period; it 
may, and probably will, tend to the injury 
of the trade in spirits, since it will encour- 
age a production which already largely ex- 
ceeds the demand for consumption, the 
amount of spirits stored having increased 
since 1878 from 14,000,000 gallons to 75,- 
000,000 gallons at the present time. The 
Secretary suggests that the bill should be 
amended by giving the Government con- 
tinuous security by bond instead of by bond 
running only one year, as now required, and 
by fixing a time at which the tax shall be- 
come payable. As far as appears from any 
discussion of the subject that has taken 
-place—for the bill has been very silently 
pushed—the measure appears to be a piece 
of purely special legislation, favorable to a 
single overgrown interest, and certainly de- 
serving careful consideration, if not rejec- 
tion, at the hands of the Senate. 


A civil suit to recover $87,000 claimed to 
de due Jonn A. Watsn from Tomas J. 
Brapy, late Assistant Postmaster-General, 
was begun by WaLsH nearly a year ago. 
This suit is for money alleged to be due 
WALSH, on account, as one of the star route 
operators. The money is not claimed to be 
due from the Government, but from Brapy, 
personally, who is thus made to appear as 
engaged in postal contracts and speculations 
while he was in the confidential employ- 
ment of the Government. Watsa has said 
that if the Government has no case 
against Brapy, he will furnish one when 
his case comes to atrial. But Brapy, the 
much-slandered and deeply injured Brapy, 
is most unwilling to have the case come into 
court. It should now be on trial, but, just 
in the nick of time, the unfortunate ex-As- 
sistant Postmaster-General is taken sick, 
The trial goes over again, and for an in- 
definite length of time, much to Brapy’s 
discomfiture, of course. There is nothing 
that Brapy, Dorsey, and the rest of the 
much-abused defendants want so much as 
on opportunity to vindicate themselves. 
But, by some fatality, when legal quibbles 
fail to keep them out of court, sickness 
intervenes.

If this sort of thing continues. 


much longer, poor Mr. Brapy’s character 
will be mildewed past all vindication. 


It is almost certain that the Mississippi 
River Improvement bill will pass the Senate 
as it wasreported from thecommittee. Nev- 
ertheless, the Senate fritters away its time 
in an interminable debate on abstruse and 
remote questions growing out of the general 
subject. Constitutional questions are dis- 
cussed with portentous gravity, and the 
practical view of the problem of improv- 
ing navigation is clean forgotten in the 
wordy debate which has occupied the time 
and attention of the Senate. It is conceded 
that the navigation of the Mississippi must 
be improved, just as the navigation of 
other and less important water-ways is im- 
proved—at public expense. But it seems to 
be impossible for Senators to draw the line 
at that point. They insist on debating the 
proposition that the bottom lands of the 
Mississippi Valley may be reclaimed at pub- 
lic expense also. Because the building of 
levees to keep the stream in its channel will 
indirectly benefit tracts of land lying adja- 
cent thereto, it is claimed that all the low- 
lands may, and should be, thus reclaimed. 
This, after all, is the only point involved in 
the long and barren debate in the Senate. 
Congress wifl not appropriate money to pro- 
tect amy man’s garden-patch on the Missis- 
sippi. 





But for certain items of increased expendi- 
ture, chiefly in Ireland, Mr. GuLapsTronr’s 
budget estimate for the coming year would 
have been the most satisfactory since 1877. 
The heavy charges growing out of the 
Transvaal and Afghan wars now disappear 
from the estimates, relieving the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in the present year ofa 
burden of £2,250,000 of expenditure, but the 
reduction in the estimated disbursements as 
compared with the actual expenditure of 
1881 is only £892,000, while the estimated 
revenue is £887,000 less than the sum 
actually collected last year. There is, 
however, an estimated surplus of £305,- 
000, which is £45,000 less than the 
surplus of 1881. Mr. GLApstonz is moved 
by the increasing difficulty of keeping down 
the national expenditure to compare the 
financial policy of Great Britain with that 
of the United States in a manner ex- 
tremely flattering to us, but he has evidently 
overlooked the fact that the most pressing 
demand of the tax-payers of this country is 
not fora more rapid payment of the debt 
and a rigid economy in expenditure, but 
for a remission of taxation, a step which 
can be taken here much more easily than in 
the United Kingdom. 


The Westbrook—Ward investigating com- 
mittee continues to exhibit extreme caution, 
and is apparently unable to trust itself to the 
examination of witnesses without the aid of 
counsel. A resolution giving the required per- 
mission to employ counsel was passed by the 
Assembly fast night, so that there need be no 
further delay in getting to work. Quite as 
cautious as the proceedings of the committee 
has been the attitude of the New-York Bar 
in regard to the charges against Judge 
WeEsTBROOK and the late Attorney-General. 
Individual lawyers have not been backward 
in expressing their views about the scan- 
dalous aspects of the Manhattan litigation, 
always provided their names should not be 
quoted. But that body of alleged guardians 
of the honor of the Bar and the purity 
of the Bench known as the Bar Asso- 
ciation has made no sign throughout 
the entire controversy. Even the extraor- 
dinary evidences of legal and judicial 
backsliding brought out in the Receiverships 
investigation seem to make no impression 
on the impassive stolidity of the Bar Asso- 
ciation, which has either let down the stand- 
ard of professional conduct which it came 
into being to uphold or has outlived its use- 
fulness. 


ANCIENT POLIIICS IN CONGRESS. 

The. House of Representatives devoted 
some two hours of its valuable time yester- 
day in a rambling and useless political 
wrangle regarding the record of the Repub- 
lican and Democratic Parties, and that of 
various members of the House, during the 
war which was closed seventeen years ago 
this month. A bill authorizing an addition 
of 100 men to the Police force in the District 
of Columbia contained a provision repeal- 
ing the section of the Revised Statutes 
which requires that no person shall be 
appointed on the Police force of the District 
who has not served in the Army or Navy 
and been honorably discharged. This pro- 
vision aroused the indignant patriotism of 
Mr. Ropeson, of New-Jersey, who moved 
to strike it out, and this motion naturally 
called out Mr. Cox, who delights to take the 
part of picador whenever the ex-Secretary 
of the Navy exposes himself in the arena of 
partisan debate. Mr. Cox teased Mr. Rose- 
son with irritating allusions to the Navy 
Department. The latter replied with 
taunts as the Democratic policy 
during the war, which in _ turn 
provoked allusions to the “‘ bloody shirt.” 
Mr. McLanz, of Maryland, with less judg- 
ment than he usually shows, raised the ques- 
tion whether, under the statutes as they 
stand, the appointments to the Police force 
would not include more Democrats than Re- 
publicans, and then Mr. Ropeson took oc- 
casion to reiterate his unfailing devotion 
«to the honor, to the dignity, to the com- 
fort, and to the welfare of the American 
soldier.’ Other members on either side aired 
their patriotism, and then the House passed 
the bill, with the obnoxious clause stricken 
out. 

Surely this was trifling business for the 
House of Representatives. The repeal of 
the restricting clause referred to was an en- 
tirely proper and even necessary step, be- 
cause, if it be literally observed, it would 
prevent the District authorities from getting 
the best men for the service. It is a gen- 
erally recognized principle that policemen 
should not be chosen from men over 80, 
or at the outside 85, years of age. In 
the New-York force the limit of age 
is 30, and considering the nature of the du- 
ties, the exposure to health, the requirements 
in point of energy, alertness, and discipline, 
the limit is not too low. The war was closed 
17 years since. A veteran coming within 
the limit of even 35 years must have been 
only 18 at that time; to come within the 
New-York limit he must have been no more 
than 12. As a matter of fact, most of the 
discharged soldiers and sailors must have 
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been over 80, and to enforce the restric- 
tion so ardently advocated by Mr. Rosrson, 
the new District policemen must be taken 
from men approaching 50. The proposi- 
tion is too ridiculous for discussion. Yet it 
occupies the House for the better part of a 
session without, so far as appears, any ref- 
ererice whatever to the merits of the ques- 
tion, and is finally adopted by what appears 
to have been a strict party vote. We ven- 
ture to say that there is not a sensible man 
in the country with an honorable discharge 
from the Army or Navy in his pocket who 
will not regard the action of the House with 
contempt and disgust. 


Statesmen of the Robeson type seem in- 
capable of understanding that their attitude 
in these matters insults the class whom they 
think to flatter. The veterans of the Union 
Army do not need to trust their “honor or 
dignity or comfort or welfare’’ to the keep- 
ing of politicians with no higher sense of 
the obligation of a legislator than was shown 
yesterday by the member from New-Jersey. 
They are not reduced to watching for 
such crumbs as a possible share in 
a policeman’s pay in the District 
of Columbia. They are a great body 
of self-supporting, self-respecting citizens, 
who resent the insinuation that their politi- 
cal action is to be influenced by such petty 
favors as these. They have a much deeper 
interest in the rational and honorable ad- 
ministration of public affairs than they have 
in the distribution of these driblets of 
patronage. They judge their representa- 
tives, not by their frothy declarations of 
affection for ‘‘the American soldier,’’ but 
by their honesty, good sense, fidelity to the 
principles of sound government, and capaci- 
ty for the duties of their position. Nor 
is the cause of the Republican Party 
helped by such cheap and _ ill-timed, ill- 
placed demonstrations. If the party has 
nothing to stand upon better than the at- 
tempt to limit the Police appointments in 
Washington to veteran soldiers and sailors, 
this class will be the first to repudiate it. 
And itisa great mistake—a silly, bigoted 
mistake—to suppose that any considerable 
number of intelligent voters will determine 
their choice of parties at this late date by their 
record during the civil war. Everybody knows 
that the machinery of the Democratic Party 
at that time fell into the hands of leaders, 
som: of whom were in sympathy with the 
rebellion, some too weak to break with the 
traditions which bound them to the South, 
and scarcely any wise or strong enough to 
openly and consistently sustain the Go¥ern- 
ment. Undoubtedly this fact and the deep 
feeling which it then excited have their ef- 
fect still in national elections. But it is 
equally certain that if the Democratic lead- 
ers of to-day had the sense and the 
courage to deal with the questions of 
to-day, and to*present a policy more reason- 
able, energetic, and practical than that of 
the Republicans, the latter would not be able 
to hold their own merely on their unques- 
tionably superior ‘‘ war record.’’ If Mr. 
Roxseson and his class care anything for the 
future of their party, they will resist the 
temptation to cheap denunciation of the 
Democrats of a score of years ago, and de- 
vote such talent as they may possess to solv- 
ing the political problems of the present. 


LIQUOR IN POLITICS. 

The Ohio Legislature has injected into 
the politics of that State a new element that 
is likely to cause considerable effervescence, 
whatever may be the ultimate result. The 
Pond bill, which imposes a tax of $300 on 
all saloon-keepers and dealers in intoxicating 
liquors, was in itself calculated to pro- 
duce considerable stir, but the supplement- 
ary act which requires all saloons to be 
kept closed on Sunday threatens to bring on 
an actual fight against the law from those 
interested in the liquor traffic. The Repub- 
lican majority in the Legislature is responsi- 
ble for the passage of these acts and will 
have to meet whatever opposition they may 
evoke. The Pond bill can hardly be re- 
garded as a specially judicious measure 
for the reguiation or restriction of the 
liquor traffic, not by any means because it is 
toosevere, but because it is undiscriminating. 
It seems to make no distinction between the 
traffic in beer and other mild stimulants and 
that in more fiery beverages, and it will bear 
more heavily on small than on large dealers. 
Hence it excites the almost unanimous hos- 
tility of the Germans, who cannot bring 
themselves to regard their beer saloons and 
gardens as a public nuisance  deserv- 
ing to be suppressed or discouraged 
by a special burden of taxation. 
Doubtless an equitable and discriminating 
license system would furnish a better means 
of restricting the evils of the liquor traffic 
than a uniform tax calculated to concentrate 
the business, regardless of character, in 
fewer and stronger hands. The Sunday 
law is equally undiscriminating, but is in the 
general interest of good order, and is likely 
to have the support of most respectable and 
law-abiding citizens. 

But the contest which threatens to enter 
largely into the political canvass of the year 
in Ohio is to be considered apart from the 
merits of thislegislation, It is to be presumed 
that the Legislature in passing these re- 
strictive measures represented the wishes of 
a majority of the people of the State, and it 
is worth while to ascertain whether the peo- 
ple will sustain them. They are laws now, 
and as such they should be enforced, and 
no opposition to their enforcement can have 
the countenance of sober people of either 
party. The brewers and saloon-keepers 
make a mistake when they direct their fight 
against obedience to the laws. If they con- 
sider them unjust or injudicious, and if they 
believe that the people of the State will not 
sustain them, they would be justified in 
laboring to secure their repeal. This 
may be their ultimate purpose, but 
in the meantime they propose to defy 
the authority of the State and show that 
these acts cannot be executed. The Repub- 
lican Party ought not to shrink from meet- 
ing an issue like that. The attitude of the 
liquor-dealers also suggests that this is as 
good a time as any other to test their po- 
litical power. Not only in Ohio, but in 
nearly every other State, they exercise 
an influence altogether out of proportion 
to their importance as citizens, and it is. 
an influence that is far from beneficial to’ 
politics or to society. If they band together 
to nullify laws intended to suppress the 
evils growing out of their business or to 
prevent or repeal legislation demanded by 


the better sentiment of the people, it be- 
hooves the people to meet the issue and de- 
cide whether the liquor interest is to be 
accepted as a controlling one in State poli- 
tics under any circumstances whatever. 
Until this question is settled that of modify- 
ing the existing laws should be postponed. 

The Republicans of Ohio are on the right 
side in this controversy, and that is reason 
enough for holding their ground and facing 
the threatened contest. It will no doubt 
produce many changes of votes, but the dan- 
ger of losing the support of the Germans is 
probably exaggerated. They are for the most 
part law-abiding people, and though strongly 
attached to their customs and not likely 
to admit that beer-drinking even on Sunday 
is a practice that should be suppressed by 
law, it is hardly conceivable that they should 
follow the brewers and saloon-keepers in a 
mass to the support of Democratic candi- 
dates. The tendency in that direction may 
be strong in Cincinnati and a few other 
large towns, but the defection will be offset 
by considerable gains from those who 
sympathize with temperance legislation, 
while in the rural districts the temper- 
ance sentiment may be rallied in force 
to the support of law and order. But what- 
ever the result, tbe fight is one from which 
the party cannot shrink now, and no com- 
promise or concession can be made which 
will not occasion more loss than gain. If 
the liquor question is to be uppermost in the 
politics of the State in the coming contest, a 
square issue should be made and fought to 
the end. There is nothing of supreme mo- 
ment at stake, and the election may at least 
be made the means of ascertaining how the 
effective sentiment of the State stands on 
this question which has thus been forced to 
the front. 


MR. BLAINE’S TESTIMONY. 

People who still take an interestin the Pe- 
ruvian scandal and are anxious to get at the 
whole truth labor under an evident disad- 
vantage. The information they so ar- 
dently desire is locked up in the bosoms 
of a few persons whose various in- 
terests and active agency in _ the 
events in question inspire them with 
the wish to conceal just what the public 
wants to know. The witnesses thus far ex- 
amined before the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs have shown extraordinary 
candor and frankness at the wrong time. 
When pressed for ‘‘ bottom facts,’’ they 
become suddenly vague and _ unsatis- 
factory, and befog the point at issue 
by their baffling wariness of speech. 
Mr. SurpHerp does not tell the truth if we 
may believe Mr. Buarne, Mr. W. H. Hurt- 
BERT and others, so his testimony is clouded 
with doubt in allits parts. Mr.W. H. Hurt- 
BeRT had the reputation of his brother—the 
late Minister to Peru—to take care of, 
and he was so faithful to this sacred 
duty that he added to the previous 
stock of puble knowledge only when 
that course promised to aid him in extricat- 
ing his brother from the very bad position 
in which his own folly and the personal and 
political necessities of Secretary BLAINE 
had placed him; at other times he sheltered 
himself behind evasive or meaningless 
phrases. Finally Mr. BLarne himself takes 
the stand, and beyond denial and defense 
we get nothing new from him. We are still 
completely in the dark as to what it was 
that our Government tried to do in Peru last 
Summer, and why it was that on Nov. 22 
there was such a remarkable change in the 
policy of the State Department. 

The most interesting feature of the testi- 
mony given by the ex-Secretary of State yes- 
terday was his absolute denial of SarpHeRD’s 
statement about the offer to Minister Hurt- 
BoT of a bribe of $250,000 in the stock 
of the Peruvian Company. Mr. Suip- 
HERD has repeatedly said that he 
told Mr. Buare of this offer at 
one of his. numerous interviews, and that 
Mr. Buarneé merely laughed and said, ‘‘ You 
won’t catch ‘Steve’ that way.’’ On this 
point Mr. BLarne’s denial is supported by 
similar disclaimers from Senator Buatrr, Mr. 
Scort Lorp, ex-Secretary BouTWELL, and 
others to whom the active agent of the 
Peruvian Company declared that he had 
made known the contents and purpose of 
his ‘‘artistic’? note to Minister Hurigur. 
These letters and Mr. Buarne’s statement 
destroy the little that was left of Mr. Surp- 
HERD’s reputation for truth-telling, but it is 
of vastly greater consequence to the people 
of the United States to be assured that their 
late Secretary of State did not, as they had 
been led to believe, treat as a good joke an 
attempt to bribe one of their representatives 
at a foreign capital. 

But after reading everything that Mr. 
BLAINE has to say in defense of him- 
self and denunciation of SHrPHeRD, 
the public will still be conscious of 
an aching void. The ex-Secretary 
drowned the committee with words, though 
the pith of his statement may be compressed 
into twenty lines. He marshaled in sup- 
port of his oral testimony an imposing array 
of official dispatches, not one of which 
throws any fresh light on the dark sub- 
ject under consideration. His instructions 
to Minister Hurteut in respect to the 
Cochet claim are printed in the volume of 
papers on the affairs of Chili and Peru. 
What was the necessity of reading them to 
the committee who already know them by 
heart? But this was in accordance with the 
plan pursued by all the witnesses who have 
appeared before this unfortunate committee. 
Upon matters concerning which the public 
have a thirst for information Mr. BLaing 
preserved a depressing silence, while topics 
that are trivial or have been already well 
ventilated he treated with the greatest 
elaboration and fullness. This is what the 
French call ‘‘ battering down an open door.”’ 
Mr. Betmont once or twice ventured to 





‘call upon Mr. Buarnn’s reserve fund of in- 


formation, but without any satisfactory re- 
sult, 

There is a vague expectation that the cross- 
examination on Wednesday will be more 
fruitful in revelation, but this hope seems 
to be ill-grounded. Mr. Buatne is too 
sharp for his examiners. Even SxiPHerp, 
with all his imprudent freedom of assertion, 
was never brought squarely ‘‘to book,” but 
roamed where he pleased, and when 
the questions trenched upon delicate 
ground closed his lips. Mr. BLaine 
will not refuse to answer the committee’s 
questions—he has no ‘‘clients’’ to protect, 


as Mr. Sarpnerp had, besides he is a politer’ 


man—but there is not cross-examining 
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power enough in that committee to extract 
from him any facts he does not choose 
to publish. The reticence of all these 
gentlemen is extremely disappointing to the 
public, for every person who has followed 
the story of our Peruvian relations since the 
recall of Minister Caristriancy knows well 
that there is a hidden chapter which fur- 
nishes the key to all the others, and con- 
siderations of literary art, as well as others 
of still greater importance, require that from 
some source it should be supplied. 


THE NAVY. 


While Congressmen who have never seen 
a ship and editors who do not know the dif- 
ference between a frigate and an oyster 
sloop are discussing the proper method of re- 
constructing the Navy, itis a relief to read the 
article on the same subject contributed to the 
North American Review by Commander Gor- 
RINGE. Here is a man who not only knows 
what he ‘is writing about, but who knows 
how to write about it in an intelligible way. 
While we need not assume that he is infalli- 
ble and that all his recommendations deserve 
to be instantly adopted, it is evident that he 
has a much clearer idea what sort of a Navy 
we need than any Congressional committee 
can be expected to have. 

In the light of recent revelations we can 
unhesitatingly conclude that no more re- 
pairs should be put upon the alleged men- 
of-war now on the Navy list. The United 
States is rich and prosperous, but no nation 
was ever rich enough to endure the cost of 
repairing American men-of-war. When it 
costs $200,000 to put a pairof boilers in the 
Minnesota, $728,000 to furnish the Pensacola 
with machinery, $764,000 to provide the 
Tennessee with engines which shortly after- 
ward require repairs to the extent of $412,- 
000, we can understand that the nation that 
spends money in this way upon its navy is 
on the high road to bankruptcy. It is unne- 
cessary to ask why repairs to our men-of-war 
cost so much more than repairs to merchant 
vessels. We might as well ask why it is 
that a private citizen can buy a monkey- 
wrench for $2 50, while the Navy Depart- 
ment, when it buys a precisely similar 
wrench, has to pay about $35,000 forit. The 
simple fact is that there is not money enough 
in the country to repair our present fleet, 
and when to this is added the fact that the 
fleet, no matter how much it might be re- 
paired, would never be good for anything, 
the argument against doing anything further 
with it—except selling it for fire-wood and 
old iron—is conclusive. 

According to Commander GORRINGE, we 
need no fighting cruisers, whether armed or 
unarmed, and he is undoubtedly right. It 
would be folly for us to build a fighting 
fleet to match that of England, and it would 
be still greater folly to build a fighting fleet 
inferior to those of England, France, or 
Italy. The theory that we must send men- 
of-war, at an enormus expense, all over the 
globe in order to ‘“‘ show her flag’’ is simply 
Nobody in Europe, Asia, or 
Africa wants to see the flag, and if any one 
was consumed with a desire to see it he 
could send to New-York and buy one at a 
small expense. It may be true that the be- 
nighted Frenchmen and Italians might be 
filled with joy and inspired to do all sorts of 
admirable things by the sight of the flag 
fiying ona vessel in the port of Marseilles 
or that of Genoa, but in point of fact they 
refuse to take the slightest interest in it, 

What we need is a fleet of fast ships, 
armed with two or three long-range guns 
each, with which the commerce of any na- 
tion with whom we may be at war can be 
destroyed. England will never be deterred 
from going to war with us through fear of 
our iron-clads, but if it were known that we 
had thirty Alajamas ready to be let loose on 
British shipping she would be very reluctant 
to bring such a scourge upon herself. We 
need not provide ourselves with a single ves- 
sel fit to sail in search of British men-of-war 
in order to fight them, but with fast cruis- 
ers, Which could sweep British commerce 
from the seas, and run away from any Brit- 
ish man-of-war, we would have a really effi- 
cient navy. ; 

For the defense of our harbor we do need, 
however, vessels with which we can fight. 
Not iron-clads or big unarmored frigates, 
but strong, swift rams. The delay on the 
part of naval authorities all over the world 
to perceive the vast superiority of rams over 
guns would be wonderful, were it not char- 
acteristic. Naval and military men uni- 
formly resist all innovations. They resisted 
the introduction of shell guns, of rifled mus- 
kets, and of breech-loaders until further re- 
sistance became impossible. The steam ram 
is virtually an intelligent cannon-ball—one 
whick can turn and follow an enemy until 
it hits it. Itis also a cannon-ball, the blow 
of which—provided the ram is large and is 
propelled at a high rate of speed—is vastly 
heavier and more effective than that of any 
missile which can possibly be propelled 
from any gun. 

If we provide our harbors with rams 
which are superior in speed to any foreign 
man-of-war, and which can turn more 
quickly than can the unwieldy monsters 
which are the strength of foreign navies, 
we can successfully defend our sea-board 
against any fleet that may be sent to attack 
us. Commander GORRINGE recommends 
that each ram should be provided with a 
single gun. This is unnecessary. The 
mission of a ram is not to defend herself 
and not to attack with guns, but to be her- 
self a missile. The ram should carry as 
few men as possible—so that in case she is 
herself sunk little loss of life would follow. 
She should be armor-plated to an extent 
sufficient to shield her helmsman, and 
should have sufficient water-tight compart- 
ments to render her practically unsinkable. 
Such a vessel, two thousand tons in size, 
moving with a speed of twenty miles an 
hour, and capable of turning, with the help 
of twin screws, within her own length, 
would sink the largest iron-clad in the world 
with almost absolute certainty. Why, then, 
should we spend millions in building un- 
wieldy boxes of guns, when, at a compara- 
tively small expense, we can supply our- 
selves with vessels incomparably more effi- 
cient than any artillery, however carefully 
protected by turrets or casements? There is 
but one answer to this question, but whether 
Congressmen can perceive it is unfortunate- 
ly very doubtful.

He even goes far enough to suggest that 
the testimony of certain experts who were 
appealed to by Mr. JoHn TayYtor JounsTon 
and others has been suppressed because it did not 
suit the interests of the Museum. This, we trust, 
is nottrue. The Trustees of the Museum are most- 
ly honorable men, and Mr. Jounston would never 
give to the public any testimony about the Cypriote 
collection which had been carefully pruned to suit 
certain preconceived opinions. There sbould really 
be no further hesitationin proceeding, publicly, 
officially, and finally, to crash FEUARDENT.

SIGNOR CAMPANINI’S BENEFIT. 

It was only natural to expect that on the 
occasion of the benefit of Signor Campanini, and 
one of his final appearances in opera this season. a 
large and brilliant audience should be assembled. 
Accordingly, the great artist was greeted with a 
genuine ovation last night at the Academy of Music. 
The performance was begun with the first and 
third acts of ‘* La Favorita,” with Mme. Galassi in 
her first appearance in this City, Signor Campanini 
as Fernando, Signor Del Puente as Alfonso, and 
Signor Novara as Baldassare. This was followed 
by the third act of “Il Trovatore’ by Mme. La- 
blache, Signor Campanini, and Signor Det Puente in 
the cast. Then came a ballet, in which Mme. Cav- 
allazzi was the principal, and the evening was con 
cluded with the fourth act of “Ruy Blas,” which 
was interpreted by Mlle. Rossini, Mme. Galassi, 
Signor Campanini, Signor Galassi, and Signor 
Costa. It will be observed that Signor Campanini 
went into the performance without any disposition 
to spare himself. Certainly amore arduous even- 
ing for the tenor could hardly be devised, and his 
successful accomplishment of the task was wonder- 
ful. His singing was a steady progression of 
excellence. The first act of ‘La Favorita” was 
by contrast with the rest of the evening somewhat 
tame when it is considered how he warmed to his 
subsequent work. His rendering of ‘Una Vir- 
gine” and “ Fia Vero” first aroused the interest of 
the audience. The magnificent firale of the third 
act, with its great opportunity for dramatic 
display, was an unequivocal triumph, and 
was fairly worthy of all the applause it 
received. Mme. Galassi, who is unknown to 
a New-York audience, was received withcourteous 
applause and made a favorable impression. It 
was evident that she suffered somewhat from ner- 
vousness incident to a first appearance and an ab- 
sence of several seasons from the operatic stage. 
Her singing of “ On mio Fernando” evidently gave 
satisfaction, and her treatment at the hands 
of the audience was kindly throughout the 
evening. Signor Del Puente’s performance of 
“A tanto amor’ was, as usual, a finished 
piece of vocalization, for which he was recalled, 
and his graceful, dignified bearing wes no less com- 
mendable than the excellence of his singing. In 
the third act of *‘Trovatore” it was reserved for 
Signor Campanini to make one of his greatest 
and most successful efforts. The “‘Ah si ben 
mio,”’ it is weil known, affords him a notable 
opportunity for illustration of his skill in 
the interpretation of an aria marked by the 
composer ** Adagio con espressione.”” In nothing 
is Verdi’s skill better shown than in the contrast 
between this and the brilliant ‘Di quella pira’”’ 
which immediately follows. The latter aria last 
night was given with a vim and power, purity and 
genuine quality of tone, and manly action that elec- 
trified the house. After five recalls before the 
curtain Signor Campanini yielded to the 
demands of his admirers and sang a second 
time. It goes without saying that both 
Mme. Lablache and Signor Del Puente were ad- 
mirabie in their respective réles. The ballet which 
followed by Mme. Cavallazzi and her assistants 
Was an enjoyable feature of the evening and was 
highly appreciated. Mme. Cavallazzi has never 
danced more beautifully and gracefully, and 
gave positive pleasure. as the unbounded en- 
thusiasm of the audierce showed. It would, in 
fact, be difficult to imagine any danseuse 
who cou'd have been more perfect in her work. 
The fourth actof “Ruy Blas” wasa fitting con- 
clusion of the entertainment. It was given with 
smoothness, and the beautiful solo scene for the 
tenor was never better delivered. Signor Cam- 
panini was quite as equalto any demands on his 
voice as he had been in any part of the evening. 
Mile. Rossini, Mme. Galassi, and Signor Galassi 
were thoroughly’ efficient in this selec- 
tion. There has not before been wit- 
nessed in the Academy of Music a scene 
of more genuine enthusiasm than that of last 
night. The audience remained tothe last moment, 
the applause was spontaneous and genuine, and 
such a profusion of flowers, in every conceivable 
form and design, has not before been seen as 
tributes to the genius of the béneficiary and the 
admirable artists by wom he was sustained.

RECENT DZATHS IN EUROPE. 


Col. Sir Richard T. Gilpin is dead, in Enge 
land, in his eighty-second year. For 40 years he: 
had been Colonel of the Bedfordshire Militia, and: 
for 30 had satin Parliament: With his regiment he’ 
was an especial favorite, and in politics he was‘ 
much esteemed by persons of all shades of politics. : 
His father before him was Colonel of the same! 
regiment, and held the place for another 40 years. 
Sir Richard was created a Baronet by the Con-: 
servative Party in 1876, but as he died without! 
issue the title has become extinct. 


Miss Lucy Crane, a sister of Walter Crane, 
and, like him, an artist and an author, died a few 
weeks ago at a friend’s house, near Bolton, Lan- 
cashire, in which district she had then just given a 
series of lectures on art, “notable,” it is said, “for 
their literary value and for the womanly grace 
with which they were delivered.” Miss Crane had 
done much work for her brother, especially in 
writing and arranging the texts and music of his 
color-printed books. She recently finished a new 
translation of ‘‘Grimm’s Fairy Tales,” which he 
intended to illustrate. 


The late Mr. John Francis, of all men out of 
Parliament, probably did the most to bring about 
a repeal of the advertisement, stamp, and paper 
duties in Great Britain. What Mr. Milner Gibson 
was in the House, he was out of doors. He was 
constantly engagec in visits to the Ministers of the 
day, and was really the founder of the association 
for the repeal of the paper duty, and on behalf of 
which he visited Edinburgh and Dublin along with 
Mr. Vizetelly and the late Mr. John Cassell. Mr. 
Francis had been for 50 years the publisher of the 
Atheneum. He entered its office in 1831, and the 
management of its financial affairs was soon after- 
ward placed in his hands. 


A person who took an important part in the 
defense of Paris during the late war with Germaay 
is dead in the Count d’Armaillé. At the redoubt 
on the Plateau d’Avron he with his men held the 
enemy in check until the French guns could be dis- 
mounted and taken off. During the interviews be- 
tween Thiers and Bismarck relative to the terms of 
peace, he acted as assistant commissioner and in- 
terpreter, his knowledge of German being great, 
Each day when the Chancellor was visited he ac 
companied either Thiers or Favre. Had he desired 
it, the Count might have had an excellent diplo- 
matic appointment after the peace was concluded, 
but he preferred to remain master of his own time. 
His ruling passion was the collecting of bric-&-brac, 
and to this he devoted his remaining years. 


An English Baronet has just died in a luna- 
tic asylum, to which, a short time before, he had 
been removed from a work-house. Horatio Henry 
Wraxall is his name, his grandfather having been 
the well-known Sir Nathaniel W. Wraxall, the gos- 
siping author of the “* Memoirs of My Own Time.” 
His immediate predecessor in the titie was Sir 
Frederick, his brother, who died in 1865, having 
made some reputation in literature. On taking the 
title Sir Horatio Henry’s prospects soon became 
clouded. At last he was wholly destitute, and saw 
himself forced to accept parish relief at the hands 
of the guardians of St. Savior’s, Southwark, by 
whom he was given a place in the work-house, 
The immediate cause of his death was paralysis. 
He has left no issue, and the title accordingly goes 
to his brother, whose son, now the heir to the Baro- 
netcy, was educated at a work-house school in 
Brighton, and afterward was apprenticed to a 
pawnbroker. 


Berlin feels that it has met with a great loss 
in the recent death of Frederick Drake, the sculp- 
tor. He was born in Waldeck, but went to Berlin 
at an early age, and, after working as an ordinary 
carver, became a favorite pupil of Rauch. Several 
German towns possess in their public squares 
examples of Drake’s genius. The best ones are 
thought to be the statues of Justus Moeser at Osna- 
bruck, Melancthon and the Elector John Frederick 
at Wittenberg, Frederick William III. in the Thier 
garten, Bismarck and Moltke in the Beriin Rath 
haus, and the Emperor on the Rhein bridge at 
Cologne. At the Paris Exhibition of 1867 the 
Cologne statue won for the artist the grand medal, 
as being one of the finest equestrian statue pro- 
duced by modern art. By him was also produced 
the victory column erected on the Berlin Konigs- 
platz in commemoration of the three campaigns 
which made Germany united. But this work was 
not his greatest. Its most successful parts are the 
bronze bas-reliefs on the base.

THE CHICAGO SPECULATORS. 
¢4HE GRAIN MARKET IRREGULAR, ENDING 


WITH AN UPWARD TENDENCY AND 
CLOSING FIRM. 


CuicaGo, April 24.—There were reports on 
*Change to-day to the effect that large areas in 
Dakota are under water, threatening a very late 
seeding of wheat in that regiou. There wasa 
great deal of irregularity in the markets on ‘Change 
to-day, but the average was stronger than at the 
close of last week. There wasa liftle stiffness in 
prices early, due to the belief that the leading 
longs in wheat and corn were going to follow 


Grant,s advice “to push things,” but the strength 
changed to weakness when it was found that 
the longs were selling more than they bought. 
In the latter part of the session there was a reac- 
tion, which became a strong upward tendency in 
the afternoon, the market closing very firm. The 
reason for this later phase could scarcely be given, 
unless it was that the weather became colder. The 
British markets were reported dull on breadstuffs 
and lower on provisions, while the movement here 
was indicative of more plenty in supplies at other 
points as well as this. There were some 
reports to the effect that wheat in Kansas 
had been extensively killed by the late frosts, 
but mo one (that is, hardly any one,) seemed 
to believe them. The shipping demand for corn 
was relatively dull, but wheat was moving out 
more freely. There was afair Southern demand 
for meats, but little doing on export account. Ar- 
rangements were made to-day for the shipment of 
about 125,000 bushels'of wheat by lake. It was sup- 

osed early in the day that McGeoch, the leading 
ong, had decided to advance prices, and on the 
strength of pes yay to that effect a good many of 
the shorts filled in. But they saw little other de- 
mand than theirown, and concluded that these 

ointers were mere blinds. Then the market fell 

ack, but recovered as the news of the early 
strength brought in buying orders from the out- 
side. There was no change in the April deal, with 
some settlements at $1 38. 

**What do you think of the: wheat problem to- 
day?’ a leading member of the board was asked.

THE LABOR TROUBLES. 


THE HARMONY MILLS CLOSED—THE S8TRIKES 
AT LAWRENCE AND ELSEWHERE. 

Conogs, N. Y., April 24.—The Harmony 
Mills are closed to-day. A platoon of Police, on 
futy in the vicinity at 6:30 A. M., found the streets 
fleserted. There is no excitement. The employes 
who have worked their notice will be paid to-mor- 
row. All the others will wait until the regular pay 
days. The Committee of Thirteen, which became 
famous in the strike two years ago, has been re- 
vived. Soliciting committees were organized to- 
day. Public opinion is strongly with the working 
class in its resistance to the 10 per cent. reduction, 
The Harmony Mills comprise a group of six, occu- 
pying 200 acres of ground. Three store-houses 
give them a capacity for 40,000 bales of cotton. 
Their tenements number 900, and the number of 
pperatives is 3,500 girls and boys and 2,000 men and 
women. The mills contain 7,000 looms and run 
825,000 spindles. The motive power is equivalent 
to 8,700 horse power, and is derived from the 
Mohawk River. The consumption of cotton is 


400,000 peunds per week. A protracted struggle 
is looked for. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., April 24.—The Pacific 
Central Mill to-day employed 117 more weavers 
than were at work last week—a total gain of 350 
looms. The strikers held a meeting this afternoon, 
at which it was voted to appoint committees to 
visit the principal manufacturing cities in New- 
England and solicit contributions. Meetings will 
be held and efforts made to ascertain the public 
sentiment on the course pursued by the manage- 
ment and the strikers. 

Toronto, Ontario, April 24.—Five Church 
of England clergymen addressed a meeting of the 
carpenters on strike to-day, offering their services 
as mediators. They afterward called upon the 
Mayor requesting him to call a meeting of the 
Master Carpenters’ Association, so that the clergy- 
men might address them. The Mayor has accord- 
ingly written to the President of the association, 
asking for a meeting to-morrow morning. 

NoRRISTOWN, Penn,, April 24.—After being 
idle three weeks, Farnum’s woolen mill was start- 
ed again this morning, the hands submitting to a 
seduction of 10 per cent.

GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 
THE WEST SHORE ROAD’S RIGHTS CONFIRMED 
—MR. GOWEN’S ASSERTIONS. 

ALBANY, April 24.—On Saturday Judge 
Learned, of the Supreme Court, rendered his de- 
cision in the suit of the New-York and Albany 
Railway Company against the New-York, West 
Shore and Buffalo Railway Company, denying the 
plaintiff’s motion for an injuaction to restrain the 
defendant from building its road on its present 
route along the west shore of the Hudson River. 
The court finds that the New-York and Albany 
Company has built no part of its road and owns no 
right of way or other assets, and acquired no claim 
to any property by filing its maps, which are de- 
fective, and that the West Shore and Buffalo Com- 
pany owns ali the rights of way on the west side of 
the Hudson, and has spent several millions in con- 
struction, and concludes that the New-York and 
Albany Company, if it ever had any rights, can- 
not after a delay of 16 years, in which it has done 
nothing, enforce them by injunction against the 


public improvement in which the West Shore Com- 
pany is engaged. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 24.—Robert Glenden- 
ning & Co. to-day received from their London corre- 
spondent a dispatch stating that Mr. Gowen de- 
clared, at a London meeting, that the floating debt 
of Reading was now $8,000,000, having been re- 
duced by payments of $750,000 out of the com-

ond installments. Mr. Gowen asserted that the 
road would be out of the Receiver’s hands by July 1. 

The stockholders of the River Front Railroad 
Company held a special meeting this afternoon, at 
the office of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
at which the increase of the capital stock from 
$180,000 to $216,000 was agreed upon, and a mort- 
gage of $216,000 was authorized. A lease of the 
property to the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
for $23,000 per annum was effected, which is 
sufficient to pay interest on the bonds and an an- 
nual dividend of 5 per cent. on the stock.

lantsville. 


MILWAUKEE, April 24.—J. C. Clark, General 
Superintendent of the Union Pacific Railroad, has 
resigned and accepted the position of Superin- 
tendent of the Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. Paul 
Railway.

Walker was to-day appointed Receiver of the 
Cleveland, Mount Vernon and Columbus Road in 
the interest of the owners,and has taken possession.

THE INDIAN TROUBLE. 
FIGHTING WITH THE RAIDERS-—FRESH RE- 
PORTS GF MURDERS. 

San Francisco, April 24.—A dispatch from 
Lordsburg, New-Mexico, says: “A fight took 
place yesterday afternoon at Horse Shoe Cafion 
between the Indians and Indian scouts and troops. 
Four Indian scouts and three soldiers were killed 
and four soldiers were wounded. A small band of 
hostiles was seen going south over San Simon Flat, 
and a band of 20 or 30 crossed the Southern Pacific 
track near here early this morning, going north 
toward the Burro Mountains. McDonald, a well- 
known prospector of this region, arrived from 
the Gila River this morning. He assisted in 
burying the bodies of 20 men yesterday and re- 
ports several persons missing. Among the killed 
are John P. Risque, a rising young attorney, of 
Silver City; Capt. John Slawson, a mining Super- 
intendent; Mr. Trescott, Alexander Knox, 8. D. 
Pinkard, and Pinkard’s herdsman, name unknown. 
The Indians number over 300 bucks, squaws, and 
children, as shown by actual count, made while 
they were passing’ York’s ranch. The Indians 
are completely surrounded and corraled in 
Doubtly Cafion. Those seen on San Simon Flat 
last night were evidently stragglers. All male 
citizens of Leitendorf, Shakespeare, and Lords- 
burg are under arms.”’ , 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—In a dispatch from 
San Francisco Gen. McDowell states that he asked 
Gen, Willcox if the outbreak was so general that 
he could not control it by a vigorous use of the 
troops at his command. His answer was not quite 
satisfactory. He continues: ‘'I send him at once 
the cavalry troops now here. He says the force 
now near the enemy is inadequate, but that all his 
forces and those under Forsyth are moving toward 
them. The whole hostile force is estimated to be 
860, of whom 100 are men, the remainder women 
and children, and estimates of the numbers of In- 
dians are rarely under the truth.”

TORNADO IN THE SOUTH. 
LIVES LOST AND PROPERTY DESTROYED IN 
NORTH CAROLINA, GEORGIA, AND ALA- 
BAMA. 

WixtmineTton, N. C., April 24.—Advices 
from Brunswick and Pender Counties, this State, 
received to-day, give particulars of a terrible tor- 
nado that oecurred on Saturday afternoon, eaus- 
ing great destruction. Commencing at Green 
Swamp, in Brunswick County, and extending a 
width of 200 yards, it traveled across the Wilmington 
Columbia and Augusta Railroad in a northerly di- 


rection and across the Cape Fear River into Pen- 
der County, felling everything in its track and 
making a perfect Jane through the woods and 
fields. One church, two saw mills, severai dwell- 
ings, and a large number of other buildings were 
destroyed. One child was killed and two adults 
are known to be seriously injured. 

Seva, Ala., April 24.—A disastrous cyelone 
passed through the southern and eastern portions 
of this (Dallas) county late on Saturday evening. 
At King’s Landing, 14 miles below here, three ne- 
groes were killed, and at Graves Ferry, 24 
miles above, two others were killed. Several 
at the latter place were seriously wounded. At 
the former place a plank struck a negro woman on 
the back and penetrated her body, striking her 
heart and killing ner instantly. Houses were un- 
roofed, and for many miles great damage was done 
to the timber in the path of the storm. 

Macon, Ga., April 24.—A fearful cyclone 
struck the lower edge of Bibb County at 8 o’clock 
Saturday night, and passed into 'Ilwiggs, Jones, 
and Wilkinson Counties, plowing a track 800 yards 
wide and mowing down fences, farm buildings, &c. 
Samuel Gove, father of the Hon. Samuel F, Gove, 
Republican ex-member of Congress, living one 
mile from Griswola’s, and a Miss Lockhart, living 
near Gordon, were killed.

THE MURDER AT SUTTON. 
RicHFORD, Vt., April 24.—There seems to be 


a@ clue to the murder of young Jackson, who was 
found in a brook in Sutton, Quebec, afew days 
ago. About the first of the haying season last Sum- 
mer, two men got off a train at Abercorn station, 
the nearest station to the place where the tragedy 
occurred, and inquired where they could hire out 
for haying. ‘They were directed to the house 
of George Ingalls, who bargained with the elder 


one to work for him. He then inquired where the 


other man could find a place and was directea 
to another farmer named Breezv, living near by. 
During the conversation with Ingalls the elder man 
remarked that the younger had come over for his 
health and to see the country; that he had money 
and was not obliged to work, but wished to try 
farming. Ingalls says the elder man called the 
younger one Joseph. After this conversation they 
started in the direction of Breezo’s, and the elder 
man asked if they could not go across through 
the wood without going around by the road. 
Ingalls told him they could. They never went 
to Breezo’s, und it is believed that when 
they reached the ravine, where the body was found, 
Jackson met his death and was robbed of his 
money. That night this man returned to Abercorn 
station and bought a ticket for some place in Can- 
ada, and when asked where his companion was 
said that he had left him back a bit. The man 
never came back to work for Ingalls. The opinion 
of the people is that this was the man who Jack- 
son’s sister regretted could not accompany him to 
Canada, but who finally came and planned to mur- 
der and rob him. Ingalls has reported these facts 
to High Constable Pickle, of Sweetsburg, who 
will forward the same to Jackson’s sister and 
friends in England. Another hearing is to be held 


in two weeks from Friday, when tne case will be 
further investigated.

ADELINA PATITS ENGAGEMENT. 


THE PRIMA DONNA FINALLY SECURED BY 
MR. MAPLESON. = 

The engagement of Mme. Adelina Patti 
by Col. Mapleson was. made an assured 
fact at a meeting of the  stockhold- 
ers of the Academy of Music held last 
evening. The occasion of the gathering was 
the annual meeting of the stockholders, and it was 
begun shortly after 8 o’cloek, with about 40 share- 
holders present. In the election of Directors 
the sitting board was chosen to serve for an- 
other year, and Mr. August Belmont was re- 
elected President, and Mr. Herman Leroy Sec- 
retary, of the board. The ‘question of next 
season’s opera was then called up, and 
Col. Mapleson was invited to appear before the 
board. The director of the opera responded, and 
made a long appeal to Directors and stock- 
holders for consideration in the matter of 
terms, saying that the engagement of Mme. 
Patti would involve very heavy expense, not 
merely for her salary, but for many incidental 
matters also. If he brought her before the people 
at all he wanted her to appear with the best 
obtainable support. Col. Mapleson also said he 
hoped the Directors would consent to make certain 
improvements on the stage, and in the stage acces- 
sories and machinery, which have already been de- 
scribed in THe Tres. 

Mr. John Hoey, a Director, was inclined to call 
Col. Mapleson to account somewhat, and said he did 
not think the manager was entitled to ask a great 
deal of consideration from the stockholders. As 
a stockholder he was almost tired of seeing him- 


self and his associates referred to by the 1mpresa- 
rio as_ ‘“‘deadheads” because they paid nothing 
for their seats, and as ‘‘a dead-weight” which the 
manager had to carry along by his superior talent 
and energy. 

Col. neon energetically disclaimed ever 
having characterized the stockholders as a 
‘“dead-weight” or as ‘“‘deadheads” in _ the 
interviews with the press or in any of his corre- 
spondence, though he knew that such unseemly in- 
sinuations had been liberally flung out years ago by 
his predecessors in the management of the Academy. 
In fact, he regarded the stockholders as 
the strength and mainstay of the enter- 
prise, precisely as England’s national debt 
was the source of her greatest 
power. Inthe 22 years he had been controlling 
opera he had always had to deal with stockholders 
and always expected to do so. Col. Mapleson’s pro- 
posal that the stockholders should agree to pay 
if called on for their seats a price $3 less than the 
price fixed on for the public admission was then 

rought up for consideration, and there was such a 
general opposition displayed toward it that it 
was evident it would be rejected. The Colonel 
then made a _ concession by asking the 
stockholders to agree to pay an assessment 
of not exceeding $4 per seat tor each Patti night of 
opera, in case such an assessment became necessary, 
in order to enable him to meet the expenses. 
This, he said, he would stfpulate with the stock- 
holders in writing. Several of the Directors were 
opposed to this proposal, among them being Mr. 
Hoey and Mr. W. B. Dinsmore, but before the dis- 
cussion closed Col. Mapleson was requested to re- 
tire, so that the Directors might consider the busi- 
ness before them. 

After brief debate the Directors laid over for 
consideration and future action the matter of 
the improvements proposed to be made 
in tke building. The names of gentlemen 
who had subscribed to the required 
guarantee fund of $42,000 to be raised to! secure 
Patti’s engagement for: next Fall were handed 
in, ineluding the subscriptions of several 
gentlemen who are not stockholders, but who 
are friendly to Col. Mapleson and his enterprise, 
and it was found that the total sam amounted to 
$44,300, being $2,300 in excess of the sum called for. 
It was resolved to authorize Col. Mapleson to cable 
to Europe this morning, informing Mme. Patti 
that the guarantee fund had been raised 
and that the engagement was accepted. The 
next subject was as to whether the stockholders 
would agree to pay fortheir seats at the contin- 
gent four-dollar rate of assessment proposed by 
Col. Mapleson. The generally expressed opinion 
was that the board could not in this matter 
bind any of the stockholders to such an 
agreement except such as were present 
and accepted the terms for themselves, but 
{ft was agreed that the board should recom- 
mend to all stockholders that they assent to 
Col.Mapleson’s proposition, and the recommenda- 
tion will doubtless be adopted by them, the assess- 
ment to be levied only on the nights when Patti 
sings. Among the gentlemen who subscribed to 
the guarantee fund and who arefnot stockholders 
were Messrs. James R. Keene, Musgrave, Albert 
Weber, and Steinway. 
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NATIONAL ACADEMY OF DESIGN.

ACADEMICIANS DISCUSSING AMENDMENTS TO 


THE CONSTITUTION, 

A meeting of the Academicians of the Na- 
tional Academy of Design was held last evening 
to consider a number of proposed amendments to 
the constitution. About 20 Academicians were 
present, and there was much discussion on some 
points. The proposed amendments to Article III., 
three in number, were rejected. Section 2 of Ar- 
ticle IV. was so amended as to prescribe that the 
two senior members of the Council shall retire each 
year. The same section was further amended by 
substituting the following for the clause prescrib- 
ing the election of the Hanging Committee: 


‘The committee for selecting the works of art and 
arranging the exhibitions of the Academy for the year 
shall consist of five Academicians and two associates 
to be elected. Every Academician not out of the 
country shall be obliged to take his turn in alphabeti- 
calorder for service upon this committee, ana the 
pames shall be announced by the President at the an- 
nua! meeting. An Academician so named can be ex- 
empted only by sending to the Council the certificate 
ot a physician that he is physically unable to serve; 
such exemption shall be only for one yesr, and the 
Academician exempted shall be a member of the 
Hanging Committee for the following year. 

* Academicians who refuse or fail to serve on the 
Hanging Committee, in accordance with the provis- 
ions of this section, shall be prohibited from showing 
their worksin any of the exhibitions of the year for 
which they have refused to serve, and their names 
shall be placed first on the st of the committee for 
the following year.” 

Section 4 was so amended as to read: 


“The candidates receiving the highest numberof 
votes, the vote being in no case less than two-thirds 
of the whole number of members present, shall be 
declared elected. The number of Academicians shall 
not exceed 100,"" 


Section 6 was amended by the insertion of the 
following clause: 


“And when the number of associates shall be re- 
paces to 100 it shall not afterward exceed that num- 

er.”” 

Several other smendments are proposed to this 
section, but it was discovered when the proceed- 
ings reached the point above indicated that there 
was no longer a quorum in the room, and the meet- 
ing was declared adjourned to May 10,

They also occupied the third and fourth floors of 
No, 303 West-street, the second floor of this building 
being the office of Gen. Edward Jardine, United 
States Weigher. On the irst floor was a 
liquor saloon known as_ Eickhoff’s Ocean 
House. Three alarms and two special calls 
brought to the neighborhood 14 engines, 5 
hook and ladder companies and the_ fire-boat 
Havemeyer, under Chiefs Eli Bates and Oscar O. 
Shay. ‘The. fire made rapid progress, men- 
acing the bonded warehouses, Paige’s Ho- 
tel, at Spring and West streets, and the 
emigrant boarding-houses in  Spring-street, 
between West and Washington streets. Many 
emigrants flea with their baggage, and tbe guests 
at Paige’s Hotel prepared to leave. There was an 
abundance of water, but the fire swept through 
the six-story building No. 304 West-street 
and the two upper floors of No, 808. At 1 o'clock 
the fire was under control and the houses in tha 
neighborhood were safe. No member of the firm 
ot George C. Flint & Co. came to the fire, and vary- 
ing estimates were made of the loss, which is covered 
by insurance. The buildings were packed with 
furniture, but it was light and cheapin the main, 
and the closest estimate of the loss on stock 


places it at about $35,000. The loss on the 
buildings is $12,000, and about $1,000 damage was 
done by water to houses in Washington, Spring, 
and West streets. These estimates make a total 
loss of $48,000.

New-Haven, Conn., April 24.—An operetta 
entitled ‘* Penikeese’’ was presented for the first 
time at Carll’s Opera-house this evening by stu-

- dents of Yale College and a number of ladies. The 


libretto was written by a member ofthe Junior 
Class of Yale, David Hillhouse Buel, of Yonkers, 
N. Y., and the music was composed by Thomas G. 
Shepard, the musical director of the college glee 
club. The audience was notable in point of fash- 
ion and wealth. The leading citizens of New- 
Haven were present, and even the college Faculty, 
noted for their stern indifference to anything ap- 
proaching a stage performance under the auspices 
of the students, were represented in large numbers. 
The Yale Boat Club receives the profits of the 


undertaking. The writer of the book is also the au- 
thor of a burlesque, ** Medea,” which was acted last 
Spring. The opera was placed upon the stage ina 
praiseworthy manner. Only two scenes were re- 
quired—an open space on the sea-shore and the 
Campus of the school. In the first scene, riding at 
anchor in the distance, was the ship Constitution, 
the Cadets of which furnished the male chorus. 
The costumes were tasteful and appropriate. The

A SECRET TELEPHONE. 
a + 
SENDING CONVERSATIONS OVER THE WIRES 
IN SECTIONS. 

The articles of incorporation of the Naticnal 
Secret Telephone Company were filed in Albany 
yesterday. The capital is $5,000,000, divided into 
50,000 shares of $100 each, and the orivilege 
is reserved to increase it to $10,000,000. The 
incorporators are Prof. J. Harris Rogers, Dr. J. W. 
Rogers, Gen. Charles Ewing, and Gen. Thomas 
Ewing, of New-York, and Frank Hume, L. G. Hine, 
and E. C. Dean, of Washington, D. C. The com- 
pany, which has not yet been fully organized, was 
incorporated to manufacture and put in opera- 
tion a telephone invented by Prof. J. Harris Rogers, 
of Washington. The telephone is called the “‘se- 
cret telephone,’”’ because when two persons are 
talking no one else, although he may be onthe 
same line, can listen to the conversation. Instead 
of using a straight line, a circuit is formed, 
so that the two extreme ends of the wire meet. 
The ends of the wire where cut at a box or station, 
after leaving the electrodes, come in contact with 
a commutator, which isin the shape of a revolv- 
ing wheel turned by electricity. The wheel is 
divided into four opposite segments, two of which 
are of metal and two of a non-conducting material, 
such as glass. In this manner, when one end of 
the wire is in contact with the conductor, the 
other is in contact with the non-conductor, 
The wheel divides the conversation phonetically, 
and sends the sounds alternately first in one direc- 
tion on the circuit and then in the other. Thus 
there may be a dozen boxes on the line, but from 
the ones not in direct communication only half 
of the conversation can be caught, and then it 
would be simply unintelligible noise. The alpha- 
bet, it is said, cannot be spoken in the telephone 
so that it can be understood on one-half of the 
circuit alone, and the wheel, it is claimed, se- 
cures secrecy. ‘The secret telephone is about one- 
half the size of the Bell telephone. A carbon dia- 
phragm is used in the transmitter, instead of a 
metal one as in the ordinary telephone, and in 
the receiver a common horseshoe magnet 
used iustead of the vibrating armature. The 
inventor claims great advantages for his in- 
strument over the ordinary telephone. In- 
stead of being suspended, the electrodes 
float in mercury, which gives distinctness in sound 
and enables the telephone to be operated at long 
distances. There are many other minor differences 
between the “secret” and the common telephone, 
but the advantages urged are the secrecy and the 
superiority in transmission. In an experiment in 
Washington conversation in a low tone ata dis- 
tance of 25 feet from the transmitter was heard 
plainly two and one-half milesaway. The promot- 
ers say that the company will be organized in 30 
days, and that it will be ready to put up lines in 
60 days. They propose to construct a line from 
New-York to Albany and thence to Buffalo, but 
will establish plants in all the principal cities the 
same as the other telephone companies.

IN AID OF A WORTHY OBJECT. 
The French Benevolent Society of this City 


opened a fair last evening in Irving Hall, the pro- 


ceeds of which will be applied to the fund for the 
erection of the French Charity Hospital which is now 
in process of construction on Fourteenth-street. 
The hall is very tastefully decorated in the colors 
of France, and the names of the principal French 


cities, with the municipal motto and insignia of 


each, are suspended from the Walls. The booths 


are 18 in number and are all French, with the ex- 
ception of three, which bear the colors, respective- 
ly. of Alsace-Lorraine, Switzerland, and Belgium. 
The fizst of these is presided over by Mme. Albert 
Lefaivre, the wife of the French Consul-General; 
the Swiss booth by Mme. Vertschmann, the wife of 
the Swiss Consul, and the Belgium booth by Mme, 
Mali, the wife of the Belgian Consul. Some of the 
articles on sale are very elegant and _ costly, 
and the whole represent an estimated value 
of nearly $30,000. They are all presented by 
French charitable people and consequently, the 
managers of the fair say, will be sold at a reduc- 
tion of from 15to 20 per cent. from their actual 
yalue. There is on exhibition at the fair a large 
engraved testimonial to the charitable work of Dr. 
§. Mourraille, the oldest French physician in the 
City, who first conceived the project of erecting 
the hospital. A large number of gentlemen with 
elegantly attired ladies was present last evening, 
and after supper dancing was indulged in. Re- 
marks were made by M. Albert Lefaivre and Alder- 
man Levy in the course of the evening. The fair

MR. FEUARDENT SEES THE’ BEGINNING OF 
THE END—THE RESULTS OF ANOTHER 
SUNDAY VISIT—MORE SATISFIED THAN 


EVER AS TO THE WORTHLESSNESS OF 
THE COLLECTION. 


Mr. G. L, Feuardent having been called on’ 


yesterday in regard to the examiuation of the two 
statues, the priest with the cow’s head, (No. 39,) 
and the “Aphrodite and Eros,” (No. 32,) this gentle- 
man was found in the best possible heart and 
spirits. ‘“‘This examination,” he said, ‘as re- 
ported on Sunday in certain journals, gave me 
a great deal of pleasure. I look at it in the 
light of the beginning of a thorough investigation. 
It may be very one-sided, as I do not see the report 
of certain other persons, including sculptors 
quite as distinguished as those mentioned, whose 
testimony was asked by the Trustees, but whose 
opinions have not beep published. Last Friday it 


was agreed that I should visit the Museum with 
some gentlemen on Sunday, the 28d of April. Ac- 
cordingly, I went tothe Museum, taking with me 
a practical yepaleen, in order to find out from him 
the exact methods of determining restorations. We 
went to the two statues, the priest with the cow’s 
head ana the *‘ Aphrodite and Eros,” and the male 
head which is exhibited with them, for on these 
three objects the Trustees of the Museum appear 
to pin their faith. At once I had to explain to the 
party of gentlemen present what were my reasons 
for declaring those objects to be fraudulent. I 

ointed out to them the different styles of work 

ound in each of the statues, every style represent- 
ing a different period, also various stages of preser- 
vation and the great faults of proportion. ere IT 
was met with the answer that these statues were 
not artistic, and that defects of proportion would 
prove nothing. My answer was that it must 
be only lately that these things became 
wanting in art, because if we examined 
Mr. Di Cesnola’s lectures, the ‘‘Aphrodite and Eros,” 
would be found, as described by him, as ‘being of 
a pure and very excelient style,’ and belonging te 
the ‘golden age of Greek art in Cyprus.’ Iam 
happy at least to learn that in the transformation of 
this unfortunate collection, some fixed idea has 
been arrived at at last in regard to their artistic 
excellence. I went on to explain that in the most 
barbarous work there was some kind of sequence 
at least. Im the statue of the aphrodite the breasts 
were at a different level, that there was no paral- 
lelism between the breasts and the shoulders, and 
that in the statue of the priest, the distance be- 
tween the arm pits and tne knees was too long 
and out of proportion. Now, granting that this 
extra length was the accepted idea of the maker 
of the statue, why did the artist cut the arms too 
short, even for a statue modeled in a proper pro- 
portion? for these arms are the accessories of that 
special part of the body in the statue of that par- 
ticular priest. Now, as to the periods of art, 
which differ so much in each one of these statues, 
I mentioned that the lower part of the aphrodite 
was more archaric than the bust, and as to the 
head placed on her, that not only was the work 
different, but such a head never could belong to 
an aphrodite. I = agree with Mr. Di Cesnola for 
once when he said in his lecture that the crown on 
the head, with floral ornaments, rather belonged to 
Persephone than to a Venus.. Therefore I respect- 
tully beg that the present head be taken away and 
put on some other statue in the collection. In 
the priest, | explained that the bust was of a much 
better period as to style than the drapery bolster 
around tbe waist, and both these differed from the 
folds at the base. During this time of explana- 
tions the repairer who had been working reported 
that he found on the statues evidences of various 
materials differing in nature, texture, and hard- 
ness. Furthermore, he said that he detected on 
the male head that the nose was made of another 
material than the rest of it. and that this 
same material was found in various places 
on both the statues. In the meantime, the com- 
mencement of a break or joint was found on each 
side of the statue of the priest, one at the height of 
the belt, the other at the height of the knee—just 
the two positions where I thought such breaks 
would be likely to be found. It was late in the 
afternoon, and the difficulty was to remove the 
crust in order to try to determine how far this so- 
jution of continuity went on in this ‘ monolith.’ 
The repairér found that the mode of scraping the 
calcareous stone rather increased the diffiulty of de- 
tecting any breaks, as it makes both the real and 
artificial stone look alike. 

“My object in going to the Museum was to find 
out, by means of an expert, the best way of proving 
the presence of restorations, if suck existedina 
statue. The repairer confirmed my opinion that 
the only way to accomplish this without injuring 
the objects was to submit the suspected statues 
toa batn in a solution of potash, kept at a fairly 
high temperature, during a certain length of time, 
so as to divide the artificial from the 
real. Before leaving the Museum I _ sub- 
mitted to the party present a _ material 
evidence that identified the statue of the priest and 
the head exhibited nearitas being the very ob- 
jects which were said to have been lost at sea. I 
also showed the photographs sent by Mr. Di Ces- 
nola to Mr. Cook that proved that many of the ob- 
jeets now described as having been found at 
Golgoi were represented in 1874 as having been ex- 
humed at Salamis, where at one time Mr. Di Ces- 
nola ‘finds several sculptures and only photo- 
graphed a few,’ while at another time he * spent 
large sums of money * * * on three different 
occasions, but with no resultsin any way satisfac- 


“Might I venture to remark that among the 
sculptors who see everything so beautiful in the 
two statues anda head now exhibited in the 
Museum I notice two names which figured quite 
conspicuously as experts with the former famous 
investigating committee. I await a publication 
in full of the report from all parties, experts and 
sculptors, who have been called in by the Directors 
toexamine the same two statues and heads before 
commenting om the statements already published. 
But I must insist that all that has been printed as 
to my conduct toward the authors of these reports 
is simply a misrepresentation of facts.”

ALLEGED BRIBERY IN VIRGINIA. 

RicHMoND, Va., April 24.—A warrant was 
issued this afternoon upon the affidavit of S. Brown 
Allen, Auditor of Public Accounts of Virginia, for 
the arrest of G. H. Kendall, manager of the Ken- 
dall Bank Note Company of New-York, on a charge 
of corruptly offering and promising to the Auditor 
of Public Accounts and, assuch, ex-officio member 
of the Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners, a 
gift, with intent to influence his vote in the matter 
of the adoption of a proposition of the Ken- 
dall Bank Note Company for the printing, 
engraving, and lithographing of bonds to 
be issued under the  Riddleberger bill. 
The contract forthe work was given to the Ken- 
dall company on April 20, two of the three mem- 
bers comprising the Board of Commissioners 
voting foritand Auditor Allen opposing it. The 
matter was brought before the General Assembly 
last Saturday just before the adjournment sine 
die, and an_ effort was made to have an 
investigation, but it failed for want of time. 
Mr. Kendall denies having made any advances in 
any form to Mr. Allen, and will appear before the 
Police Court to-morrow to answer the charge. An 
injunction has been obtained, but not recorded, by 
Attorney-General Blair restraining the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners from executing the contract 
with the Kendall Bank Note Company. on the 
ground of unlawful solicitation made to Auditor 
Allen.

WHAT ISJUDGE SPEIR’S AGE 
MR. O'GORMAN’S SUIT AGAINST 
JUDGE ARNOUX. 
4HE SPEIR FAMILY BIBLE ADMITTED IK 
EVIDENCE—AGED WITNESSES TESTIFY- 
ING A8 TO THEIR KNOWLEDGE OF THE 


QUESTION INVOLVED. 


The proceedings in ttte case of the people 
«gainst Judge William H. Airnoux, on the relation 
of Richard.O’Gorman, were continued before Judge 
Lawrence’, in Supreme Court, Circuit, Part I., yes- 
terday, thy usual throng of lawyers and politicians 
being in a\tendance. Mr. Bangs, of counsel for 
Mr. O’Gorma 0, read to the jury the records in the 
Speir family K‘ible, which had been admitted in ev- 
ldence on Frida'y Jast. The births recorded are as 
follows: Archibid Speir, (the Judge’s father,) Nov. 
15, 1762; Janet Bxadford, (his mother,) Jan. 27, 1773; 
James and Mary, April 11, 1791; Robert, March 18, 
1798; Margaret, July 9, 1795; James H., Sept. 16, 
1797; Agnes, Dec. 16, 1799; Archibald, Jr., March 8, 
1802; Janet, April 12, 1804; John J., March 18, 1806; 
Moses G., Oct. 14, 1808; Gilbert McMasters and 
William, Sept. 14, 1810; Bradford, Oct, 17, 1812; 
Mary D., Feb. 9, 1814 The death of Wil 
liam, the twin brother of Judge Speir, is re- 
corded as having occurred on Sept. 27, 1810, 
and the marriage of the Judge to Emily D. Walker 
is fixed on Sept. 30,1840. After the record had 
been read and the Bible: submitted to the jury for 
inspection, ex-Recorder James M. Smith made an 
argument to induce the court to overrule the de- 
cision admitting the bowk as evidence. He pro- 
duced a number of authorities sustaining the rule 
that where alterations have been made in a docu- 
ment affecting the rights of parties, the changes 
must be explained satisfactoiily before the paper 
can be used as evidence. Judge Lawrence, how- 
ever, decided that the fact that the Speir Bible had 


been recognized, certainly since 1844, as the family 
record, was a sufficient ground for allowing it to 
go to the jury for what itis worth. To this ruling 
an exception was taken by the defense, and the 
taking of testimony was then continued. 

Mrs. Bradford Speir was recalled, and said that 
she supposed Judge Speir had the other two vol- 
umes of the Bible, of which the one in evidence 
was the first, asshe had sent them to him some 
time last Fall. Tombstones are erected over the 
graves of Janet, John, Robert, Agnes, and Brad- 
ford Speir in the Ashley graveyard at Balston, but 
the witness never saw them but once, and could 
not tell how long ago that was. Gen. Woodford 
cross-examined Mrs. Speir. She said that she did 
not remember that William Wilson called at her 
house and asked to see the family record, as was 
testified to in his deposition. Soon after 
John and Janet died she had some con- 
versation with Mr. Wilson about their ages, but 
she could not remember having at any 
time talked with him about the age of Judge Speir. 
Mrs. Speir will be 58 the 24th of next month, and 
her age is duly entered in the Bible of her family. 
She had always heard the record in the Speir fam- 
ily called incorrect when discussions regarding it 
arose in the family. She could not say who made 
the erasures and changes, but she had always un- 
flerstood that James Speir made them. That was 
the tradition in the family. She had never talked 
with Samuel Jennings about the record to her 
knowledge. On redirect examination Mrs. Speir 
said that John and James Speir had always saié 
that the record was incorrect as it stood now, 
and that it made the ages of the children too great. 
She bad always understood that the record in its 
present shape made them too old. : 

The next witness was Mrs. Mary J. Curtis, of 
Philadelphia, the daughter of William Brayton 
Curtis and Priscilla St. John. She was born in Gal- 

‘ way, Saratoga County. She produced a paper, 
found among her father’s papers after his death, 
which she had often seen in her father’s hand, but 
which for some reason was never copied into the 
family Bible. It was a small slip, containing the 
record of the marriage of Priscilla St. John, which, 
according to the testimony of Mr. Baker, on 
Friday last, took place in the same year that Judge 
Speir was teaching school in West Charlton. Mr. 
Seward objected to the admission of the memo- 
randum as evidence on the ground that 
it was mere hearsay, without even the 
authority of a record in a family Bible. 

Ir. Bangs insisted that a paperin the handwriting 
of the husband of Priscilla St. John was good evi- 
dence as to the date of his own marriage. Judge 
Lawrence decided that the paper was good evi- 
dence to fix a date in the history of the Curtis fam- 
ily, and could go before the jury for what it was 
worth. The witness said that she took the slip 
from a blank book which belonged to her father 
after his death, about 17 years ago. She took from 
the book what the family desired to save, and then 
destroyed the book itself, with a quantity of other 
papers. The reading on the slip was as follows: 
**Marriage—William B, Curtis married Jan. 17, 
1827, to Priscilla St. John, of Galway.” 

Mrs. Mary Crawford, of Charlton, said that she 
svas born Sept. 22, 1812. She went to Michigan in 
1836, and before that time she was well acquainted 
with the Speir family. She knew Moses and Archi- 
baid in Michigan, where she remained three years, 
nnd the two boys boarded with her. The witness 
went to school in West Chariton in 1826 and 1827, 
she thought, and Juage Gilbert M. Speir was her 
teacher. She heard him tell his age at that time, 
but the court did not allow her to tell what he 
told her. Archibald, when in Michigan, told her 
that his brother Moses was born in 1808,and that 
Gilbert M. Speir was.about two years younger 
than Moses. He said that Gilbert was a little 
older than the witness’s sister Agnes, who was 
born in 1810. Archibaid told Mrs. Crawford 
when she was going to school to the Judge in 
West Charlton, that her teaeher was then in his 
seventeenth year. On cross-examination by Mr. 
Seward, Mrs. Crawford said that her family kept 
no record of births. Her father and mother told 
her that she was born in 1812, and she had always 
placed implicit faith in that statement. She could 
not remember what gentleman preceded —- 
Speir as teacher, but she fixed the date of the 
Judge’s tutorship from the fact that she was taken 
sick while going to school to him, and felt very 
badly because she was unable to attend the wed- 
ding of an aunt which occurred in the Fall of 1826. 
She was called on by Lawyer Dake three or four 
weeks ago in relation to the case, told him what 
she knew about Judge Speir, and was subpoenaed 
by Richard O’Gorman. She was told by her father 
that she was born “the year the war broke out,” 
and that always helped to make her remember the 
date of her birth as 1812. She first saw Judge Speir 
in the Fall when he began teaching school. 

Daniel T. Ames, of this City, an expert in hand- 
writing, was called, and said that he had examined 
the Speir Bible, and concluded that the original 
entries where erasures had been made in the rec- 
ord of births were as follows: Opposite the name 
of Archibald Speir, 1801; of Janet Speir, 1803; 
of John Speir, ‘1805; of Moses Speir, 1807; 0 
Gilbert M. Speir, 1809; of Bradford Speir, 1811. 
The death of William Speir, the twin brother of 
Gilbert M., appears upon the record as having hap- 
pened in 1810. This, the witness said, had been 
changed from 1809. On cross-examinuation by ex- 
Recorder James M. Smith, Mr. Ames said that he 
was an expert in the Callaghan will case about two 
years ago, and bad first given an opinion against 
Callaghan, and afterward in his favor. He de- 
nied that he tegtified under oath on both 
sides of the ease. He received money from 
the opposition, but returned it after being con- 
vinced that his first opinion was erroneous. Mr. 
Smith called to the mind of the witness a number 
of cases in which, as an expert, he admitted that 
he had made mistakes. This was objected to by 
counsel for Mr. O’Gorman, but allowed by Judge 
Lawrence, on the ground that the defense had a 
right to show that he was a professional witness 
and always testified to what he was called to testi- 
fy to. Along time was consumed in an effort to 
make Mr. Ames declare his opinion as to whether 
all the entries in the Bible were made by one per- 
son, but ne declined to answer, giving as an excuse 
that he could not form an opinion on a cursory ex- 
amination. 

The next witness was James C. Bell, a venerable 
gentleman who resides in West Charlton and is 74 
years of age, having been born Feb. 29, 1808. He 
was acquainted with the younger members of the 
Speir family. The first that he knew of them was 

. when he began to attend school to the Judge in 
1826 or 1827. His teacher told him his age at that 
time, but under the rule of the court the witness 
was not allowed to give this conversation. The 
Rev. Albert F. Vedder, a clergyman of Milton and 

the son-in-law of Judge Speir’s youngest sis- 

ter, testified that there are tombstones to the 

Speir family «at West Milton, South Galway, 

Hop City, and Balston. According to the inscrip- 

tions on the gravestones, which the witness had 

copied, Janet Speir died Sept. 12, 1878, aged 74 

ears; John J. Speir, June 19, 1878, aged 72 years; 

radforda Speir, Feb. 1, 1874, aged 61 years; Robert 

Speir, Oct. 9, 1836, in the fourty-fourth year of his 

age; Agnes Northrup, Sept. 19, 1863, aged 68 years. 

The tombstones of the father and mother of Judge 

Speir are in Hop City, and the inscriptions state that 

Archibald, the father, died Nov. 20, 1839,in the 

seventy-eighth year of his age, and Janet Speir, the 

mother, Feb. 28, 1843, in the seventy-first year of 
ner age. 

J a sd George B. Scott, who was born at Balston 
May 11, 1811, said that he went to school with 
Judge Speir im August, 1826, in Balston Spa. After 
September of that year the witness had no recol- 
lection of him until the Summer of 1828, when they 
again went to school together. Witness graduated 
from Union College in 1831, and Judge Speir from 
the next class in 1832. After duating Judge 
Speir taught school in Trenton for 4 time and then 
studied law in this City. At the conclusion of Judge 
Scott’s testimony the proceedings were adjourned 
until this morning. 


A TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY. 

A fight that bids fair to assume interesting 
proportions before it is ended has broken out 
among the telegraph companies providing service 
fer the Stock Exchange. About three months ago 
the Mutnal Union and the Bankers and Merchants’ 
Companies were directed to withdraw their mes- 


senger boys from the big room of the Exchange 
where dealings are conducted. The American D 
trict Telegraph Company was given the exclusive 
rivilege of delivery in that room, the only part of 
he Exchange, of course, where deliveries of con- 
uence cau be made. The other companies were 
not prepared for such an order, but were obliged to 
submit. And new comes the American District 
Company fo and presents bills to the com- 
panies <n payment for the telegrams réceived 
at the rate of 3 cents for each dispatch. Inasmuch 
as the average time of delivery is much less 
than @ minute, scareely 20 feet having to be 
‘:aveled by the messengers from the telegraphic 
instruments to members addressed. 


. there have 
been vigorous protests against the bills, The West. 


ern Union, of which the American District is vir- 
tually an attachment, raised no issue over the mat- 
ter. But the officers of the Mutual Union, oining 
with the officers of the Bankers and Merchants, 

addressed a letter to the Governing Committee of 
the Exchange, setting forth that the action which 
had given a monopoly to the American District 
Company waz uafair, and they asked a remedy. 
The bills presented by the American District Com- 
pany, rating messages at 3 cents each, are in the 
sum total of large amount. The Mutual Union and 
the Bankers and Merchants’ assert that the charges 
are at least three times as great as they can do the 
work themselves. So they have refused to pay the 
bills, pending the action of the Stock Exchange au- 
thorities. The matter jis likely to come up for con- 
sideration at the meeting of the Governing Com- 
Iittee to-morrow.

LAUNCH OF THH MONTAUK. 


SAMUEL R. PLATT’S NEW YACHT OHRISTENED 
—DESCRIPTION OF THE VESSEL. 


The Montauk, a new centre-board schooner 
yacht built for Mr. Samuel R. Platt, of the New- 
York Yacht’.Club, by C. & R. Poillon, was launched 
yesterday from the yard of her builders at the foot 
of Bridge-street, Brooklyn. <A large crowd assem- 
bled in the yard to see the launch, and on board the 
yacat there were about 150 invited guests. Among 
the latter were Mr. Platt’s brother, John R. Platt, 


Mrs. Platt, Miss Mary A. Platt, who afterward 
christened the yacht; Mrs. Isaac S. Platt, Miss 
Genevieve Ward, the Misses Riker, Miss Wilcox, 
Rear-Commodore Brown, of the New-York Yacht 
Club; Gep. John M. Corse, Gen. Slocum, Gen. Me- 
Quade, President Howard, of the Chatham National 
Bank; A. Cary Smith, Gil Haight, John H. Bird, J, 
Frederick Tams, E. A. Thompson, E. Weber, Wil- 
liam H. Pinkney, John Sawyer, Capt. Joe Ells- 
worth and Capt. Babcock, of the Gracie. 
Messages of congratulation were received 
by Mr. Platt from Commodore Smith, 
of the New-York Yacht Club; ex-Commodore 8. 
Nicholson ‘Kane, ex-Commodore Waller, who is 
cruising down South in the Wanderer, and ex- 
Reur-Commodore Herman Oelrichs. The yacht 
had a bouquet of lilies and roses at the end of her 
jibboom, and was gayly .decked with bunting, con- 
spicuous among which were the union jack flying 
next to the Stars and Stripes and the flag of the 
New-York Club. The launching was under the 
personal supervision of R. Poillon. The wedging 
up was begun at 1:45 o’clock, and pow at 1:53 
o’clock the yacht glided swiftly and gracefully into 
the water, and shot stern foremost several lengths 
into the stream. The christening ceremony was 

erformed by Samuel Platt’s niece, Miss Mary A. 

latt, who broke a bottle of champagne ovtr tie 
Montauk’s bows as she glided into the water. 

The Montauk is a very handsome yacht. Her 
dimensions, according to the measurement of A. 
Cary Smith, the measurer ef the New-York Yacht 
Club, are: Length over all, 103 feet 10% inches; on 
water line, 94 feet 844 inches; breadth of beam, 25 
feet 3% inches; depth of hold, 8 feet 105g inches; 
draught of water, 7 feet,374 inches; cubical contents, 
(New-York Yacht Club rule,) 8,564.16 feet. These 
figures differ somewhat from those of the designer, 
which make the vessel’s length over all about 105 
feet nnd her depth of hold 10 feet. Mr. Smith’s 
figures, however, form the official record of 
the club. Tne Montauk’s outside planking 
is of white oak, the ceiling of Georgia 
pine, and the ribs of hackmatack locust. 
The height of mainmast is 64feet 6 inches; top- 
mast, 39 feet 6 inches, the doublings being 9 feet. 
The foremast is 59 feet 6inches high; topmast. 87 
feet 2 inches; doublings, 8 feet 8 inches. The 
length of the bowsprit is 35 feet; jibboom, 17 feet; 
mainboom, 60 feet; maingaff, 33 feet; foreboom, 
80 feet; foregaff, 28 feet. The joiner work, which 
is not yet completed, is under the direction of T. 
D. Vanderveer. The deck, and also the saloon, 
will be finished with mahogony in elaborate style, 
and Mr. Platt’s room with white maple finely 
earved. The rigging will be done by Sawyer. It 
is expected that the Montauk will be ready for her 
trial trip before the end of May, and it is confident- 
ly predicted by old salts that she will show great 
ey After the launch a collation was served on

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A SUIT AGAINST THE ERIE. 


EX-S8ENATOR CONKLING ACTING AS COUNSEL 
FOR A CREDITOR OF THE ROAD. 

Ex-Senator Roscoe Conkling appeared be- 
fore Judge Van Vorst, in the Supreme Court, Spe- 
cial Term, yesterday, as counsel for William Her- 
ring in a suit against the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western Railway Company. His associates for 
the proseeution were Messrs, Gray and Daven- 


port. Ex-Judges Comstock and Choate and 
William W. MoFariand appeared for the 
defendant corporation. The old Erie Rail- 
way Company guaranteed the payment, 
principal and interest, of certain bonds of the 
Great Western Railway Company. Herring, the 
resent plaintiff, is the holder of some of the 
onds. He claims that he has not only a lien upon 
the money remaining after the foreclosure of the 
mortgage upon the Krie Railway Company’s prop- 
erty, which, through that foreclosure, went dnto 
the possession of the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western Railway Company, but that the latter 
corporation has succeeded the old company as 
guarantor, and is bound to make good any defi- 
ciency of the amount of money in Receiver 
Jewett’s hands. He seeks, therefore, to have the 
sale of the Erie Railway’s property opened so far 
as to permit an accounting of the proceeds, and to 
ascertain what deficiency there may be of funds 
applicable to the payment of the Great Western 
Railway Company’s bonds. 

The suit came up yesterday on a demurrer to the 
complaint. Mr. McFarland argued that the fore- 
closure sale, which was accomplished under tne 
direction of the court, left the creditors of the 
Erie Railway Company with a mere right to share 
in the funds which thus went into the custody of 
Receiver Jewett. He also insisted that, if any 
other right remained to the creditors, it was, In the 
first instance, against the Erie Railway Company 
or its Receiver, and that they were bound to ex- 
haust their remedies against those parties before 
proceeding against a second party. Ex-Senator 
Conkling will speak to-day in response to Mr. Mc- 
Farland.

A $100,000 FIRE IN HLIZABETH. 
Shortly before daylight yesterday mornzing 
the residents of Elizabeth, N. J., were aroused by 
an alarm of fire, and it was discovered that the 
acid works of the Bowker Fertilizing Com- 
pany, on the meadows at South Front-street, 
were ablaze. The two engines of the vol- 


unteer Fire Department of Elizabeth were 
drawn to the scene, but much difficulty was 
had in obtaining water, and the buildings, which 
were of brick and wood, were entirely de- 
stroyed. The estimated loss was $100,000, 
which was fully covered by _ insurance, 
The companies holding risks are the New-Hamp- 
shire Fire Insurance Company, the Germania, of 
Newark; the Newark City, of Newark; the Royal, 
of London; the London and Lancashire, the Ham- 
burg and Bremen, and the Niagara. The 
main buildings of the company were not in- 
jured. The people of Elizabeth seemed not to re- 
gret the destruction of the acid works. It was 
thought by some that the tire was the work of per- 
sons who could no longer suffer the smells which 
came from the place, but the owers of the property 
resolutely refused to accept anv such theory as the 
true one. They said that it was not true that they 
used sludge acia, and that their business would not 
be interfered with, as they could purchase all the 
acids they need. The fertilizer works were not de- 
stroyed. 


MOUNT VERNON’S FIRST PRESIDENT. 

The funeral of the late John Stevens, who 
died on Friday last at Evona, N. J., aged 80 years, 
took place yesterday, and his remains were in- 
terred in Woodlawn Cemetery. Mr. Stevens was 
a resident of Mount Vernon, Westchester County, 


of which he had been the first President, and was 
a Justice of the Peace of the town of East Clinton 
for many years. He was also the first President 
of the Industrial Home Association, organized in 
this City in July, 1850. Through Mr. Stevens's ef- 
forts four farms were purchased where Mount 
Vernon now stands, divided up into lots, and sold 
at $60 each. By this means a large number of men 
secured homes for themselves, and thus the vil- 
lage of Mount Vernon was started. The Board of 
Village Trustees held a special meeting on Sunda 
evening and passed resolutions of condolence wit 
deceased’s family. They also voted to attend the 
funeral in a body, which they did yesterday after- 
noon.

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AN ELECTRIC LIGHT ROW 
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THE TROUBLEs* OF A COMPANY 
HERE AND IN BOSTON. 

WHAT A STOCKHOLDER OF THE HOME OR- 
GANIZATION HAS TO SAY—QUEER DO- 
INGS OF THE BOSTON DIRECTORS—A 
TALK WITH PRESIDENT ANDREWS. 

According to dispatches from Boston that 
city seems to be considerably agitated over a diffi- 
culty in which the American Electric Light Com- 
pany of Massachusetts is involved with its own 
stockholders and with certain officers of the Amer- 
ican Electric Light Company of New-York, in 
which a great many prominent persons are Direc- 
tors or shareholders. Among these are Col. Fred. 

Grant and Jesse Grant, sons of ex-President 

Grant; ex-Secretary Windom, of the Treasury De- 

partment; Col. George H. Hooker, of Vermont: ex- 

Senator Thomas C. Platt, and Col. George H. Moller. 

A well-informed Director and stockholder of the 

American Electric Light Company of New-York, 

who has paid over a score of visits to Boston in the 

last three months, trying to adjust these diragree- 
ments, gave a’TrmEs reporter yesterday a detached 
account of the transaction which has been 


the cause of the trouble. He _ said the 
American Electric Light Company of Massachu- 
setts was temporarily organized in June, 1881, 
In that temporary organization were Col. Grant, 
Stephen F. Moriarty, P. A. Collins, George Crosby, 
George’ H. Moller, E. W. Andrews, and William 
MoMahon. Mr. Andrews is Presiaent of the 
New-York company, and the other gentle- 
men are, or were, stockholders in it. They 
agreed withthe New-York company that as soon 
as their permanent corporate organization under 
Massachusetts law was effected they would pay to 
the New-York company for the use of the latter’s 
patents $100,000 in the stock of the new compary. 
In order, however, to insure the success of the con- 
cern in Boston, it was deemed wise to enlist local 
capital and interest in the scheme, and Col Fred 
Grant and Mr. Moriarty went to Boston for that 
purpose. They negotiated with the banking house 
of Prescott, Hersey, Hastings & Co., the “Co.” 
being E. H. Goff, for the sale tothis firm ofa con- 
trolling interest in the new company forthe sum of 
$100,000 in cash, and a contract was entered into 
in December last. The $100,000 was to be paid in 
installments, but when the first and second 
installments became due the Boston buyers 
asked for an extension of time, saying they 
had been delayed in making their organiza- 
tion, in getting in subscriptions, and in mak- 
ing contracts for machines which they 
expected to manufacture. In order to get acharter 
of incorporation in Massachusetts, a stock compa- 
ny is required to pay into its own treasury in actual 
cash as “ working capital” such a percentage of 
their capitalization as the Seeretary of the Com- 
monwealth may fix, not being in any instance, 
however, less than 10 per cent. Tie Boston mana- 
gers capitalized the company at $1,000,000, and 
the Secretary called for 10 per cent., or $100,000, 
to be deposited in the company’s treasury. 
The Boston purchasers paid up the $100,000 for 
working capital, or at least they filed an oath de- 
claring that they had paid it in the office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth. When the East- 
ern people failed to make the second payment on 
the Grant-Moriarty contract, the first payment aleo 
not having been made, they were pressed for a set- 
tlement and paid a part in cash, giving a note for 
the balance. 

The first ground of suspicion that everything 
was not right was aroused among the New-York 
stockholders when they heard rumors that two sets 
of stock certificates were being issued by the Boston 
company. Some of the New-York men went to 
Boston and found that there were two stock books, 
one being in the office of the International Trust 
Company and the other in the office of the Eleetrio 
Light Company. Col. Grant and Mr. Moriarty de- 
manded that the duplicate book should be 
turned over to the Trust Company, and it 
was done. Soon afterward the Boston company 
called on the New-York concernto fill orders for 
apparatus. The latter’s officers admit that they 
were slow in filling the orders, but aver that when 
they had sent on nearly $2,000 worth of machines 
no and was forthcoming and they sent no more 
goods. 

The Boston stockholders of the Massachusetts 
company found on the Directors’ minute-books a 
resolution directing the Treasurer of the company 
to purchase on the company’s account out of the 
funds in the treasury $100,000 worth of its own 
stock. This was in effect transferring back to 
Prescott, Hersey, Hastings & Co. the $100,000 
working capital which they had paidin. It was 
objected to by both Boston and New-York 
stockholders, but Mr. Burdett, the Boston 
company’s lawyer, said it was all right. 
Again there was arush of orders from the Boston 
company to the New-York coneern. The officers 
of the former said they wanted to have contracts 
they had made filled more rapidly. They declared 
that they hada splendid plant and lots of contracts, 
and would guarantee 6 per cent. on their stock 
from profits. 

A meeting was held at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, 
in this City, to consider their proposition, and 
Capt. Garden and Mr, Andrews were sent to Boston 
to see whether these rose-colored reports were 
correct. Whenthey got there the company re- 
fused to show its books unless a contract was first 
signed merging the $100,000 Worth of stock held 
by the New-York Company in a joint scheme for 
the operation of both companies. There was an 
immediate rupture of friendly relations. Col. 
Grant and ex-Secretary Windom resigned and left 
the concern. Some of the stockholders are 
very indignant, and say they bought their 
stock because they believed there was 
$100,000 in the treasury, but they now find there is 
no such sum there. New-York stockholders in the 
Boston company, who are also Directors of the 
New-York company, say that quiet threats have 
been made by the Boston managers that if the 
New-York people make any more trouble the Bos- 
ton people will denounce the American Electric 
Light Company of New-York and its patents as 
useless and devoid of either originality or patent- 
able right. 

President Andrews, of the New-York company, 
said to the reporter that the present status of the 
case was that the Boston company had violated its 
contract, but that no serious harm would result from 
itto the New-York company. The Boston company 
would probably go to pieces, and the stockhoiders 
init here as well as in Boston would lose some 
money, but the New-York company would go on 
as usual. 


30sTon, April 24.—Many rumors were on 
the street to-day in connection with the affairs of 
the American Electric Light Company, of Massa- 
chusetts, the most important being that endeavors 
had been made to secure warrants for the arrest 
of Messrs. Goff, Hervey, Hastings, and Haldeman 
on the charge of perjury. Whatever action has 
been taken by the prosecutors is kept profoundly 
secret, but it may be stated that no warrants have 
yet been issued.

NICHOLS GEHTS THE SALARY. 


JUDGE LAWRENCE DECIDES AGAINST EX- 
COMMISSIONER MACLEAN. 

Mayor Cooper removed Sidney P. Nichols 
from the office of Police Commissioner in April, 
1879, aad appointed Charles F. MacLean ‘to be his 
successor. Nichols procured a writ of certiorari, 
and upon reviewing the Mayor's proceedings, 
Judge Lawrence declared that they were ille- 


gal and that Nichols had been wrongfully re- 
moved from office. Before an order was 
entered upon the decision of Judge Law- 
rence, three of the Police Commissioners 
recognized Nichols as their colleague and ousted 
MacLean. Nichols then sued MacLean in the Su- 
yreme Court for the salary he had drawn as a Po- 
ice Commissioner, amounting to $4.700, alleging 
that he had usurped the office and wrongfully pro- 
cured its emoluments. In his defense MacLean de- 
nied that his title to the office had been determined 
by the decision of Judge Lawrence in the certiorari 
propsenvaae. He insisted that his title could only 
e tested by a quo warranto action, and that 
until it was so tested and declared invalid 
he had a legal right to the office and its emolu- 
ments. The suit was tried before Judge Lawrence 
without ajury, in the Supreme Court, Circuit, last 
January. Judgment was rendered in favor of 
Nichols yesterday. In his opinion, Judge Law- 
rence says: ‘It is undoubtedly a general rule that 
eon ag are conclusive only against the parties 
hereto, or their privies. But, in this case, as the 
defendant’s titte depended wholly upon the action 
of Mayor Cooper, it seems to me that he wasa privy 
to the certiorari proceedings, and that any claim 
which he may have had to the position in question 
necessarily fell with the reversal of the decision of 
Mayor Cooper. Nor do I deem it necessary that in 
a case of this character there should have been a 
judgment of ouster against the defendant before 
the plaintiff was entitled to bring this action. It 
seems to be well settled in this State that where 
one has unlawfully obtained possession of an 
office to which another had been legally ap- 
pointed, the latter may maintain an ac- 
tion against the former for the emoluments 
or salary attaching to tbe office and received by 
the incumbent. And it is also the well-settled doc- 
trine in this State that the right to the salary and 
emoluments of a public office attaches to the true, 
and not to the mere colorablie, title, and that in an 
action brought by a person claiming to be — 
officer for the fees or compensation given by the 
law, his title to the office is in issue, and if that is de- 
fective and another has the real right, although not 
in possession, the plaintiff cannot recover. Actual 
incumbency merely gives no right to the salary or 
compensation. If Iam right in this conclusion— 
that the defendant in this case is bound by the 
judgment reversing the proceedings of Mayor 
Cooper, by which he sought to remove the plaintiff 
from an office to which but for those proceedings 
the plaintiff was entitied—it tollows that the plain- 
tiff is entitled to judgment in this action for the 
amount claimed by him.” 
Commissioaer Nichols was represented by Mr. 
John D. Townsend, and Mr. MacLean by Messrs. H. 
E. Knox, Malcolm Graham, and Francis N. Bangs. 


ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 
DRE eS 
AN ITALIAN CHARGED WITH KILLING HI8s 
WIFE AND HIS MOTHER-IN-LAW. 

An Italian named Pasquale Majone, aged 22, 
was on trial in the Court of General Sessions yes- 
terday, before Recorder Smyth, for murder in the 
first degree. On Dec. 9, 1881, he shot and killed 
his wife, Catherine, a girl of 13, then shot his 
mother-in-law, Maria Valendino Selta, inflict- 
ing wounds from which she died within a few 
hours. He then shot himself twice in the 
throat, but neither of the wounds proved danger- 
ous. The tragedy occurred ina squalid Italian ten- 


ement at the rear of No. 56 Thompson-street. The 
first witness was Rocco Selta, the prisoner's father- 
in-law, who testified that after Catherine had re- 
fused to get the prisoner a receipt froma boxin 
his bedroom he dragged her into the latter cham- 
ber and witness heard the report of ashot. Majone 
then rushed into the front room holding a pistol in 
his hand, fired at his mother-in-law, and ran down 
stairs. On reaching the yard, Majone, calling to 
two women named Seraphina and Maria, shouted, 
* See, you are witnesses that I kill myself because 
of my mother-in-law.” ‘* Majone,’’ continued the 
witness, “then put the pistol to his own throat, 
and—with a significant motion—zum, (meaning 
that the prisoner had shot himself.) 

Pasquale de la Rossa, an eye-witness to the 
shooting, corroborated the preceding witness. The 
death of the women was proved by Deputy Coro- 
pons paper and the case for the prosecution 
closed. 

The prisoner then took the stand fn his own de- 
fense, and testified through Interpreter Dollin that 
he had been in the country only 18 months, and had 
married Catherine last June. He soon discovered 
that a man was in the habit of visiting his wife, and 
objected to his visits. His objection proved un- 
availing, and finally he assaulted the unwelcome 
visitor. For this he was arrested and indicted. 
On the morning of the shooting his mother-in-law 
said to him, speaking of his approaching trial for 
this offense, “I'll get false witnesses against you 
and you'll never see the sun again, for I'll makea 
second Pietro Bylbo of you.” Before that she had 
attempted to choke him while he lay in bed, and 
had threatened to have him put out of the way. 
On leaving the house he met de la Rossa, who 
asked him for areceipt for money sent to the lat- 
ter’s wife in Italy. They returned to the house, 
and when he (the prisoner) told his wife to go into 
the bedroom and get the receipt his muther-in-law 
motioned her not to do so. Hethen seized his wife 
by the arm and took her intothe bedroom. On 

ulling out a box containing his papers she drew 
orth another in which his pistol lay, and, handing 
him the weapon, said: “ Your trial iscoming on; 
you weae to prison; you had better kill yourself.” 
After this he became excited and confused and 
knew nothing that had occurred. He had no 
recoliection, he said, of shooting either his wife, his 
mother-in-law, or himself. The case will go to the 
jury to-day.

IN FAVOR OF A BAPTIST BIBLE SOCIETY. 

‘Inspiration’? was to have been the theme 
for discussion at the New-York Baptist Pastors’ 
Conference yesterday morning, but on the plea of 
Drs. Hiscook and Hughes, who were to have opened 
the subject, ‘‘The Policy of the Baptist Denomina- 
tion in Bible Work’’ was substituted. The discus- 
sion was based on a paper read before the Confer- 
ence by Dr. Thomas two weeks ago. The Moder- 


ator called out Dr. Hiscock as the first speaker. 
The Doetor said the Baptist denomination was 
universally demanding three things: First, a full 
and faithful translation of the Scriptures; second, 
its widest possible circulation among all nations; 
third, a Baptist Bible Society distinctively for this 
work. He urged that no true, unbiased rendition 
of God’s Word had yet been given, and no proper 
means had been provided for its circulation. The 
Rev. Mr. Hughes indorsed the propositions of Dr. 
Hiscock. He thought the Baptist denomination was 
the only one capable of rendering a faithful trans- 
lation, and favored the propagation of home work 
by the Baptist Publication Society, and of foreign 
work by the Foreign Soviety. Dr. Holmes was not 
in favor of circumseribing this great work within 
the narrow denominational limits. The present 
Foreign Society was a worm-eaten huik, wrecked 
on the rocks of the past. He wanted a new so- 
clety consecrated to the circulation of a revised 
Bible. This proposition was greeted with much 
applause. Dr. Hoyt, of Brooklyn, thought the use 
of instruments now at hand would be less costly 
and more beneficial. Dr. Parmly, of Jersey City, 
thought a new Baptist Society was needed. whose 
work should be the revision and extension of a 
faithful Bible. Dr. Thomas said the demand for a 
new organization peculiarly Baptist, ——— 
North, South, East, and West, was being made all 
over the country. It was not true that the Charch 
was doing enough missionary work. Too much 
Bible was far better than too little, and the great 
Baptist denomination was the only one sufficiently 
consistent to give the world a true and faithful 
translation of the Scriptures.

A POLICEMAN’S RIGHT TO ARREST. 

The sidewalk in front of a grocery store at 
No. 288 Avenue A having been incumbered with 
boxes and barrels, Policeman John E. Brennan un- 
dertook to arrest Charles Schwenker, the proprie- 
tor of the store, for a violation of a Corporation 
ordinance. Schwenker objected to being arrested 
without a warrant, but the policeman overcame his 


objections, and took him before Police Justice Mor- 
gan, who fined him $5. Schwenker then sued Police- 
man Brennan for $1,000 damages, alleging that the 
latter bad assaulted and beaten him with a club. 
On the trial of the suit, before Judge Nehrbas, in 
the Marine Court, yesterday, the policeman pro- 
duced evidence that Schwenker assaulted him with 
a knife, and also encouraged a big dog to attack 
him, while he was endeavoring to make the arrest. 
Judge Nehrbas charged the jury that the police- 
man was bound, in the performance of his duty, to 
arrest Schwenker for violating the Corporation or- 
dinance, and had aright to use force to overeome 
the latter’s resistance or to protect himself from 
the latter’s violence. The jury gave a verdict for 
Policeman Brennan. F. H. Rodenburg appeared 
for Sehwenker, and ex-Civil Justice William J. 
Kane for the policeman.

THE BROOKLYN ALDERMEN. 
During a discussion in the Brooklyn Com- 
mon Council yesterday as to the advisability of ex- 
tending the fire limits of the Twenty-fourth Ward, 
Alderman Hacker said that the proposed extension 
was merely for the purpose of benefiting certain 


unproductive property owned in that section of 
the city by ex-Secretary Evarts.

An application made by the United 
States Electric Light Company for permission to 
put up poles and wires in certain streets to fur- 
nish electric light to private consumers was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Opening Streets. 
The Aldermen requested Corporation Counsel Tay- 
lor to give them a written opinion as to whether 
they had aright to compel the car companies to 
provide each of their cars with a conductor as well 
as a driver; also whether they had the power to 
remove the obstructions placed in York-street and 
Hudson-avenue by the B:ooklyn Elevated Railroad 
Company, which is now in the hands of Receivers. 
The Controller was requested to report at the next 
meeting what rights the City had in tne piers and 
docks along the water-front, touching the collec- 
tion of rents, &c.

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THE STRIKE OF THE PLUMBERS. 
The members of the Association of Master 
Plumbers met yesterday at No. 19 West Twenty- 
fourth-street to receive reports concerning the 


strike of the sci ge plumbers, and to decide 
what course shouid be pursued by the employers. 
The journeymen have, as a general rule, been re- 
ceiving $3 50 per day, some inferior workmen 
having been employed at $3, and others, of 
higher class than the average, at %. 
They now demand, through their association, 
uniform wages of $4 per day. Many non-union 
men are, however, still working at the old rates 
and have asked for no increase. Among these, it 
was stated, are the men in the shops of Mead & 
Rossman, H. Z. & E. D. Norton, Abraham Mead, 
Finkerton & Stewart, Burns & Brady, Charles 
Tucker, and Pearson & Denike. It was announced 
that Thomas J. Burns, of Fourth-avenue, who has 
the contract-for the plumbing-work in the D. 0. 
Mills Building, in Broad-street. being pressed for 
time, had consented to pay his men $4 per day un- 
der protest. and not as a permanent arrangement. 
Chairman McDonaid said the master plumbers 
could easily finish all work now in hand with the 
men who were willing to work at the old wages, 
and allnew work must be postponed. Another 
meeting will be held this afternoon to hear further 
reports from employers.
